THE LATEST. 


The New York Stock Exchange and 
the bunks closed at noon yesterday 
without any further failures of Impor¬ 
tance, with considerable improvement 
In the stock market and with several 
Important remedial measures taken or 
agreed upon to strengthen the finan¬ 
cial situation. The only reverse of the 
day was the suspension of the Termi¬ 
nal Bank. Brooklyn, a new and sma’l 
institution without any importance in 
the general financial world. As a pre¬ 
cautionary measure, although not re¬ 
garded vitally essential, the clearing¬ 
house authorized the issuance of loan 
certificates. The statement of clear¬ 
ing-house banks for the past week 
shows that the banks hold $1 233.303 
less than the legal reserve require¬ 
ments. This is a decrease of $12,415,- 
950 as compared with the previous 
week.

New York. OcL 26.—In response to a 
request of the Associated Press as to 
his view of the present situation, J.

As I have already said, I cannot too 
strongly emphasize the importance of 
the people realizing that the greatest 
injury that can be done to th? present 
situation is the thoughtless with¬ 
drawal of funds from banks and trust 
companies and then hoarding the cash 
in safe deposit vault* or elsewhere, 
thus withdrawing the supply of capital 
always needed in such emergencies as 
that with which we have been con¬ 
fronted during the past week.” 

James Stillman, president of the Na¬ 
tional City Bank. who. next to Mr. 
Morgan, has done more to bring out a 
solution of the financial difficulties In 
New York than any other man, said; 

“The wise and heroic action of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the 
splendid efforts of Mr. Morgan, with 
the assistance of the Clearing-house, 
have demonstrated the sound financial 
conditions of the clearing-house bunks 
of this city. Now, however, in order to 
facilitate the shipments of cotton, 
grain, tobacco and other produce and 
to facilitate the Imports of gold, the 
associated banks have wisely decided 
to combine their credit by the issuance 
of clearing-house certificates and thus 
prevent the paralyzing of a very large 

part of the business of the country.”

Calmness and growing encourage¬ 
ment were the dominant features of 
the financial situation when the great 
banking institutions closed their week 
to-day, with all the great financial In¬ 
stitutions of the city Intact after hav¬ 
ing met the unprecedented demands of 
the past w’eek. With this signal dem¬ 
onstration of the resisting powers of 
the banks came the adoption of new 
and prudent measures to prevent a re¬ 
currence of acute strain. Although the 
stock exchange and other sensitive 
points were free from extreme agita¬ 
tion, yet there were heavy withdraw¬ 
als of cash from several banks and 
trust companies, these withdrawals be¬ 
ing for the most part by the smaller 
depositors. All the institutions af¬ 
fected continued to pay out on demand 
up to noon, the usual hour of closing 
on Saturday. 

First of Importance in the remedial 
measures was that of the Clearing¬ 
house Association In voting to issue 
clearing-house loon certificates for the 
use of the banks themselves In settling 
their dally balances at the clearing¬ 
house. These certificates will not go 
into general circulation, but their use 
will enable the banks to keep In cir¬ 
culation for the needs of general busi¬ 
ness large amounts of currency which 
otherwise would be required for the 
settlement of the dally clearing-house 
balance**. Plans were formulated to 
extend the benefits of the clearing¬ 
house certificates to the trust com¬ 
panies as well as to the banks which 
are at present members of the Clear¬ 
ing-house Association.

Gold For Import. 


The body of Solomon Aranovltz. a 
peddler, who died as the result of a 
murderous assault made upon him last 
Tuesday near Leland. Miss., arrived in 
Louisville yesterday morning, and was 
taken to the homo of his family at 726 
Preston street. The body was accom¬ 
panied by Alex. Aranovltz. a brother 
of the dead man, who hurried to his 
side when the news of the assault upon 
him was first received, and who was 
with him at the time of hla death. 

Aranovltz was formerly employed In 
several Louisville retails stores in a 
clerical capacity, and was widely 
known. At the time of the assault he 
was traveling in the plantation district 
of Mississippi selling Jewelry and no¬ 
tions. 

The assault upon Aranovitz is alleged 
to have been made by two negroes, 
Dock Willis, an ex-convict, and Har¬ 
rison Whitney After the n groes were 
arrested Willis made a confession, and 
said that Whitney was the one who 
rendered the fatal blows. According to 
his story the Instrument used was a 
large hickory club, about three inches 
in diameter. With this the victim’s 
skull was fractured. Willis Is said to 
have stated that when Aranovltz passed 
along a roadway near which he and the 
negro Whitney were at work, they saw 
he carried a pack and went down to 
speak to him. During the con¬ 
versation. Willis is said to have stated, 
they noticed that the pack contained 
Jewelry, and followed him as he start¬ 
ed awav. Coming close to him they 
told him that a good place to sell his 
articles would be at the Morgan John¬ 
son plantation, and volunteered to show 
him the nearest cut to the place. Di¬ 
recting him Into a dense woods, it is 
alleged they followed at a distance, and 
rushing upon him made the assault. 

BcaLlng him over the head until he 
was unconscious, ft is alleged, they 
dragged him into the undergrowth and 
left him. Several hours later the man 
was discovered and a search was start¬ 
ed for his assailants. After a two days’ 
search booh the negroes were taken 
Into custody and the confession of 
Willis followed. It was feared for a 
while that the negroes would be lynch¬ 
ed, and consequently they were re¬ 
moved from the jail at Leland to the 
one at Greenville. Miss. 

For two days and a half Aranovltz 
lay at the point of health, and died 
without reg*.Uningconsciousness. Aran¬ 
ovltz came to Louisville twenty-five 
years ago from Russia, at which time 
ive was eleven years of age. List sum¬ 
mer he had a clerical position at Fon¬ 
taine Ferry’ Park. 

The funeral will take place from the 
residence at 9:30 o’clock this niornlng.

years crowded the streets In the down¬ 
town section from early morning until 
late this afterrtoon. The question 
“Have you pooled your tobacco V* was 
asked thousands of times by the farm¬ 
ers during the day. The men stood on 
the street corners and In stores and dis¬ 
cussed the present acute tobacco situa¬ 
tion In the Green River district and 
especially in Daviess county. On Fred¬ 
erica street for two block* the pave¬ 
ments were lined with men and it was 
almost impossible for womery to make 
their way through the crowds. 

A meeting of the farmers who are In 
favor of pooling with the Home Ware¬ 
house Company was held at the court¬ 
house. which was attended by several 
hundred farmers. A constitution and 
by-laws were adopted at this meeting 
and the association will be known as 
the Green River Home Warehouse 
Company’. Resolutions were adopted 
condemning any violence or intimida¬ 
tion that has been used to Induce grow¬ 
ers to sign the pooling contract of the 
Green River Tobacco Association of the 
American Society of Equity. 

• • * 

When Trouble Will Begin. 


It is the opinion of tobacco men in 
Owensboro that more than hulf of the 
crop in I>avle»8 county has been sold, 
and If there is trouble it Is believed 
that it will begin when the farmers are 
ready to deliver their crops to the local 
factories. It is thought that a large 
number of the farmers w’ho were In 
Owensboro to-day are men who have 
eold their crops. 

The Equity Army of Invasion, which 
has been in Daviess county during this 
w-eek, is working slowly to McLean 
county. How*ever. Gen, Robinson still 
has his headquarters here, and Is re¬ 
ceiving reports from his captains In the 
field. 

The argument that “there is another 
army’ coming after us that w’ill not bo ♦ 
for peace” seems to have thoroughly 
alarmed the growers In many of the 
sections and they are pooling their 
crops.

Another extremely Important feature 
of to-day’s news was announcement by 
the National City Bank that It had en¬ 
gaged $5,000,000 in gold for Import. It 
Is believed by bankers and exchange 
brokers that this engagement is the be¬ 
ginning of what will probably be a con¬ 
tinuous movement of gold to New York 
from abroad. The exchange market Is 
very favorable for the Importation of 
gold and it Is believed that no difficul¬ 
ty will bo met with in securing the 
metal from Europe so far as may be 
needed.

For. barring a 
Judicious and daintily Inconspicuous 
ompjoynnnt of quite llgltlinaic cos¬ 
metics. the Queen of England is not 
artificial looking. 

Since h r elevation fr m the cour. of 
Denrp^rk to that of Engiund Alex¬ 
andra has seen numberless rivals in 
beauty forced by premature loss of 
loveliness to resign their claim. The 
Empresses cf France and Austria were 
her contemporaries, and their radiance 
and cameollke perfection of features 
all but threw her Into the shad<v 

To-day. a forio.n old woman. Eugenie 
lives In retirement, with net a ves l?e 
of her rare c doring and d llcale on- 
tours left, and on the day on which p*>r 
Elizabeth of Austria walked down the 
quay at Genova to the spot wh r* the 
assassin waited for her. dsgger in 
hand, no human being would have 
dreamed that sir? had once been the 
wonder and admiration of cheering 
crowds, as Alexandra remains to this 
very* hour. 

Even that paragon of physical per¬ 
fection. the Empress of Russia, has 
withered under the test of maternal du¬ 
ties and the fears she endures every 
daw The anxieties she has been called 
upon to bear. Allied td the cruel strain 
of Russian court ceremonies, have aged 
and hardened her face until it resem¬ 
bles a tragic musk. High living and 
too little exercise have played the mis¬ 
chief with the Queen of Hollands 
chnrnfs, and sent Marguerite, the queen 
mother of Italy Into retirement. 

But. as the years roll on. Alexandra 
keers her figure and her freshness, her 
grace of movement, her smooth cheek, 
her round throat and full, bright eyes, 
and at threescore and ten drives out 
with her husband, looking very much 
like an eldest daughter Instead of a 
wife but eighteen month* his Junior. 

• • • 

Always Keeps Temper. 

Perhaps no woman in the world 
studies more faithfully and observes 
more seif-sacrlfidngly than she the 
rules for beauty’s preservation. No one. 
for txample. In or about the court has 
ever seen the Queen lose her temper. 

Undoubtedly, being the daughter of 
a pretty strenuous mother, old Queen 
Louise, of Denmark, who ruled her 
household for more than fifty years 
with a rod of Iron, she has a temper to 
display If she wishes to give It vent; 
but an ex-maid of honor to the Queen 
Insists that her royal mistress believes 
that nothing la more disfiguring than 
an outburst of anger.

This consists of a glass 
of wurm milk with a dash of sherry in 
It and some biscuits that are made for 
her by a London firm of bakers. 

After any eerunony that has required 
undue effort on her part she has a sec¬ 
ond slight meal. Years ago, when she 
first came over to England, it required 
all her native tact and mildly firm re¬ 
sistance to establish her rules of rest 
and diet. 

In those days her able but undoubt¬ 
edly domineering mother-in-law re¬ 
garded the regulations for beauty’s 
sake as pure absurdity. The old Queen 
was a lover of beef and beans, port and 
boiled puddings, hot Scotch and th 
rugged old-fashioned style of living. 
She grew fat early and became as rub.- 
cund as a farmer, and all her girls took 
after her In big appetites, ample waist 
measures and superfluous chins.

Would Stand No Discipline. 

S 
royal mother-in-law' undertook to dl> 
clpllne her son’s wife out of her ab¬ 
surd ideas os to rest and diet, but the ;

While an 
innumerable number of men and wom¬ 
en have been murdered by tampering 
, with the medicines they were taking, 
suth a ease is unknown among royalty 
I of out duys. 

Recently one of our representative* 

I had the good fortune to meot a geirtle- 
| man who ha* dispensed medicines for 
Iiraotically every member of our royal 
family, and this gentleman was good 
enough to throw some light on the sub¬ 
ject. 

In preparing physic for royalty, nat¬ 
urally all precautions are taken that 
the drugs are of the greatest purity. 
This doe* not suffice, however, for it 
might be possible for some evil person 
to obtain a position, by hook or crook, 
in tho establishment where the royal 
medicines are dispensed. 

Accordingly, s’uch elaborate precau¬ 
tions are tuken which render it a mat¬ 
ter of impossibility for any mistake to 
occur, cither accidental or premedi¬ 
tated. Wvcn if an anarchist were em¬ 
ployed in the dbq'en&u.ry. ail his at¬ 
tempts to do harm would bo quite 
futile. 

A special royal messenger takes the 
prescription to the royal dispensary, 
and there the exact time and date It 
is handed in i* recorded, and tho person 
who receives the envekq>e initials the 
record. Then the prescription is passed 
into a room used for no oth*-r purpose 
than dispensing these medicines. The 
greatest precaution* are taken in keep¬ 
ing not merely the room properly lock¬ 
ed. but every cupboard corftalnfng the 
various drugs. 

Inside the dispetupary are a number 
of prescription books, each member of 
the royal family having a spec hi 1 book. 
Th.* books are safeguarded In every 
way, oven so far as being protected 
with yttacvlve fittings and special locks. 
Needless to say, the books are always 
locked, excepting ut the time when an 
entry is made. 

The keys pf these locks are again fas¬ 
tened in a special stronghold, which is 
sealed with special devices in such a 
way that it would bo impossible to tam¬ 
per with thorn without some trace* be¬ 
ing left. 

The actual dispensing Is done by two 

tiemists who thus form a check on 
each other. Ah soon as the prescrip¬ 
tion reaches these men, the prescript on 
book is unlocked, and the Senior dls- I 
penser enters a copy of the prescription, 
the entry being checked by his junior. 

Next, the particular cupboards are j 
unlocked a^d the requisite ingredients 
are withdrawn, every precaution b ing 
taken. Not only arc the drugs, weigh'.< 
and quantities checked by the two men 
hut the water Itself Is subjected to 
various delicate tests. It is scarcely 
necessary to add that af;er every afe- 
guard has boon taken, th * drugs them¬ 
selves are carefully analyzed. 

The inedli lne* a e che k< d by every 
delicate process Imaginable, and then 
carefully packed and placed In a spe¬

ONE GOOD USE. 


[Washington Correspondence to tho Chi¬ 
cago Post] 

Misapprehension seems to exist all 
through th© country about the recent 
rulfng of Attorney General Bonaparte 
on tho right* of the States, as States, 
to direct immigration into their terri¬ 
tory from across the tgj. The South 
is especially interested. If immigrants 
aro willing to go South there is noth¬ 
ing in the law to prevent the States 
from offering them inducement and 
from giving them material aid so they 
can make the Journey. 

There have been two or three rulings 
on this Immigration matter, one of 
them, however, being little more than 
an expression of opinion from the head 
of the Department of Commerce and 
Lab-or, and this expression was based 
on a statute which hq longer is the law 
of the land. The rulings have appeared 
to be contradictory, but the latest ene, 
which has not been printed for public 
distribution makes the law clear and 
dispels doubt. 

In few words, this is what any State 
may do under the law to-day: It may 
pay tie pareage of one Immigrant or 
10.UO0 Immigrants If it chooses to do 
so «s an inducement to him or them 
to settle within the borders of a State. 
It may show the Immigrant whom It 
wishes to aid with passage money all 
the printed matter It chooses setting 
forth the resources of the Stale and 
its wealth in timber, mines, farms or, 
plantation®. It may tell him that it Is 
a land of milk and hom*y. and then II 
may give hbn the money to make pos¬ 
sible his passage. 

The only thing tho State must not 
do is to make a specific promise of em¬ 
ployment to the man or men whom It 
seeks to Induce to teat fortune in the 
new world. Tl\e direct promise of em¬ 
ployment is barred, as is any arrange¬ 
ment involving contract labor.

.wurces would have difficulty In Induc¬ 
ing lmrmii grot ion under the law. The 
obstacles to getting whtt<‘ labor Into the 
South and Into the rural districts of 
the North are Ju*t the that they 

have always been; but with the unde¬ 
niable right ot the States to pay the 
Immigrant’s way to chls country and 
to give him what other additional 
money It may see fit. there would seem 
to bo no reason why certain sections 
of tho South and of the North cannot 
get as heavy a flood of Immigration 
as they may desire, provided the ex¬ 
hibit nt mians of livelihood Is suffi¬ 
ciently alluring. 

The latest ruling of Attorney Genera! 
Bonaparte was made* In what is known 
ut. the Garda case. A farm hand, Ge- 
touimo Giirvia, was landed at New Or¬ 


leans as an Immigrant assisted by the 
State. Garcia was sent back to h‘ls na¬ 
tive land because he hod been given a 
specific promise of work. The law thus 
w as violated, and no other course could 
have been taken by the authorities. If 
the promise had not been made, and, 
of course, if Garcia could have proved 
that he was not a pauper, he would 
have been admitted and some Louisiana 
phintation could have profited by hla 
tabor. This was a test case, and It 
drew sharply the Urn? between what 
may be done and what may__fiot be done 
by a State. 

Must Pass the Same Tests. 


Though Immigrants are aided by a 
State, they are subject to all the re¬ 
strictions that apply to unassisted im¬ 
migration. They must pass tho same 
medical examinations and they must 
prove that they are not paupers and are 
not on the r«»ad to become such. It 
goes almost without saying that no 
State would assist immigration unless 
it knew to a certainty through its 
agents thkt tho immigration was of the 
kind thut would not be turned back at 
the ports- 

The difficulty the South will have In 
obtaining the kind of immigrants It 
wishes Is to be found to an extent In 
the presence of th*- negro laborer. There 
are signs also that there is a desire to 
get only the Northern European immi¬ 
grant. There Is a feeling against cer¬ 
tain of tho Southern Europeans and If 
the States engage in the work of bring¬ 
ing over people wholesale it is said they 
will make the attempt to get only the 
better class of citizen-making material. 
The shipload of foreigners landed at 


Charleston, S. C., several months ago 
was os good a cargo of European 
freight as ever was disembarked at an 
American port. If the South could do 
as well with all of its importations It 
and tho whole country wuuld be the 
gainer.

Immigrants who land cm Amerlran i 
shores to-day are given Information ] 
concerning the resources of the States.; 
The much more efficacious rem«*dy of! 
directing Immigration to any one sec- • 
lion of the country, however. Is be-1 
lleved to consist in giving the pros-, 
pective citizen an obje t lesson before j 
he leaved home. If he g**ls his mind 
made up to go to a certain place, has 
his passage paid to that place and 
knows the possibilities of finding work, 
even though no promise is made him. 
he is much more likely to go straight 
to the promised land. A certain moral 
obligation Is Involved that aids in keep¬ 
ing the immigrant on the right path. 

It will be seen that no State has the 
right under tho law' to import labor m 
carry on any specific work being Jone 
under the direction of the State. Neith¬ 
er may it act as agent for any em¬ 
ployer or employers. All it can do Is 
to let Intending Immigrants know that 
It has a .productive land and good In¬ 
dustries on which or in which ho can 
make a living, and it' may give him 
the money as a partial Inducement to 
take th ■ State as a home.

The facility with which blind men 
find their way about tho city is illus¬ 
trated in one of the largest restaur¬ 
ants of the city. Every noonday two 
blind men com© to the plaoe and stand 
near tho dcor until the head waitress 
guides them to a table. The blind men. 
of course, cannot read the menu, nnd 
instead of having it read to them, they 
state the amount they wish to spend 
for luncheon and allow the waitress to 
make the selection for them. At first 
her choice of luncheons wus often un¬ 
satisfactory, but from their freqUcMtt 
visits the young woman has gradually 
learned their likes and dislikes until 
she now rarely orders a luncheon which 
is not to their tastes. Another detail 
which is carefully looked after by the 
waitress l« that the pepper, salt and 
other table accessories are always In 
the same relative positions on the ta¬ 
ble. so that the blind men have no 
trouble In selecting them.

OPEN-AIR TREATMENT CURES. 


The new home of the Association 
Sanatorium for the curing of tubercular 
patients was opened at Hazelwood, one- 
half mile weBt of Jacob Park, yester¬ 
day, In the presence of an assembly of 
about 250 friends and helpers of the In¬ 
stitution. The sanatorium is the result 
of the year-long labors of the Kentucky 
Anti-tuberculosis Association and many 
other organizations and private citizens 
of Louisville, and is looked upon as the 
nu clous around which Is to be built up 
an Institution for consumptives whioh 
shall vie In size and equipment with 
any institution for consumptives which 
shall vie in size and equipment with 
any sanatorium In Colorado. North 
Carolina or the Adirondacks. At present 
It consists of one building, the Admin¬ 
istration Hall, formerly the old Berg- 
mann residence, a laundry building, and 
two “shacks" for the housing of the 
patients. The shacks will accommodate 
eight patients each, and it is planned to 
increase the number as soon as the 
funds of the organization will permit. 
The treatment will consist of the out- 
of-door cure which has been found so 
successful here as elsewhere, and will 
aim not only to cure, but also to edu¬ 
cate the inmates and the public at large 
In the simple common-sense methods of 
retaining health and of avoiding the 
dread disease.

Day or night, rain 
or tfM ne, the patients remain In the 
open shacks, lounging or moving leis¬ 
urely about, and at liberty to do any¬ 
thing they please except think of walls. 
Only one hour a day Is spent indoors, 
and that la when they assemble In the 
administration building to eat their 
meals. Hfcnt and cold, dampness or 
dryness of the air have absolutely no 
Influence upon the tubercular disease. 
Close or crowded and unclean air alone 
lead to further ravages thereof. No 
case is considered Incurable, although 
only the incipient cases are sought by 
the management of the new sana¬ 
torium.

PROBABLY FATALLY 
HURT ON GRIDIRON 


TOM GREENE STRUCK ON THE

Dr. Lyman was followed by W. C. 
Nones, chairman of the Building Com¬ 
mittee, who traced the past history of 
the sanatorium and pointed out its most 
pressing needs for the present and for 
the future. At first It was thought 
that $25,000 would be necessary to en¬ 
able the movers to start the Institu¬ 
tion. but as the gathering of this sum 
dtagged very slowly it was decided 
to begin work on a smaller scale with 
the limited means then available In 
the hope that the present facilities 
could be increased with the coming in 
of new funds. Accordingly, a few 
months ago, the organization purchased 
the fifty-three acres of the Mrs. Alma i 
Bergrnann estate, paying $5,500 In cosh j 
und giving notes for $7,800. In addition . 
tO this there was expended upon re¬ 
modeling the old residence, erecting a I 
laundry and dormitories. Improving the 
road, etc., about $13,000. of which 15.500 
were borrowd. The sanatorium has 
been open, though not formally, until 
yesterday, for about six weeks, dur¬ 
ing which time it has treated seven 
patients, and Invariably with the most 
encouraging success 

After reading a list of those who 
contributed to the sanatorium fund 
Mr. Nones proceeded to outline what 
he considered the most pressing needs 
of the institution now and hereafter. 
First, money must be raised to pay the 
$5,600 borrowed by the directors. An 
outlay of about $3,000 is necessary for 
the erection of new* and sanitary barns 
and the purchase of healthy cows. An¬ 
other $1,500 will be needed for running 
expenses, making in ail a sum of 
$12,000, which should be raised to kevp 
the new institution on its feet and give 
it a healthy send-off in its career. 

The sanatorium at present can ac¬ 
commodate sixteen patients, but it Is 
proposed to raise new sharks as soon 
as sufficient funds have been collected. 
About 200 patients arc* expected. 
The many wooded ridge9 of the estate 
provide Ideal spots for the plat ing of 
new shacks, and the cost of each 
shack, with entire furnishings and 
plumbing equipment, will be $1,000. It 
is estimated that the institution will 
become self-maintaining as soon of it 
numbers forty-eight patients. The 
present fee Of $10 per week, including 
board and medical treatment, can then 
be made still lower, as the charter of 
the sanatorium provides that the cost 
to the patients shall be regulated ac¬ 
cording to the expense of the manage¬ 
ment and that no profit shall ever be 
made.

cagu Record-Herald. Hack, In ljO a 
Scotchman of titled descent, CapL Bai - 
ley, laid out a mile track for himself 
on his estate 4» Scotland and succeeded 
In walking one mile an hour for 1 , 
consecutive hours. Bartley, joweu. 
was a man In the prime of hfe.and 
his feat is therefore not comparable to 
the bit of exercise just taken by the 
slxty-three-yearwyoung O’Leary, 

O’Leary has had enough practice in 
the art of walking to be a pretty good 
••foot artist” even at his age. He nas 
done so much professional promenading, 
however, that it would not be sur¬ 
prising bad he walked himself out 
ago. He began professional walking 
on July 4, 1874. at Chicago, and ho nas 
been walking ever since. 

The test through which he has Just 
come so triumphantly was suggested to 
him some months ago by Cincinnati 
physicians, many uf whom are friends 
of O’Leary, who nuUcee his headquar¬ 
ters at the Norwood Inn, adjacent to 
the old Oakley race track at the Ohio 
city. The International Tuberculosis 
Association is declared to have become 
Interested in the 1 . 000 -mile proposal, 
and it is stated that they will pay the 
lvodestrlan $»,000 for having succeeded 
In his undertaking. 

During the daytime in favorable 
weather O’Leary walked on a one-mile 
track laid out of the ball grounds near 
Norwood Inn. At night and when it 
was raining he reeled off the miles In 
a big dancing pavilion neart>y. A cot 
was arranged close to the track, vwhde 
all his meals were served at the track- 
side. 


Little Rest Allowed. 


About one hour and a half was the 
longest period of resrt possible to the 
walker under the term* of the test. 
During each and every hour of the 1.000 
It was necessary for O Leary to walk 
one mile, no more and no lesa. This 
meant that about ninety mintries was 
the longest period of rest he could ob¬ 
tain at one time under any circum- 
bti&nees. If. for Instance, he started at 
3 o'clock to walk thie mile scheduled 
between 3 and 4 and he finished ut 
3:12 or thereabouts, he then could wait 
until about 4:45 before taking the track 
again. Before 5 o’clock he would then 
have to make the mile scheduled for 
the hour between 4 and 5. Such a feat 
os this would appear to be almost be¬ 
yond the bounds of human endurance, 
when It Is considered that the 1.000 
•miles under these conditions meant a 
period of forty-one days and sixteen 
hours, during which the teat lo«\eJ, 
yet O’Leary finished the walk strong 
and In good physical shape. 

The whole pedestrian history of 
O'Leary hus been filled with notable 
bits of endurance. He was a remark¬ 
ably successful walker throughout his 
career, and he has won events In many 
parts of the world. It wa* by chaneo 
that he got Into pedestrian ism. In 1874 
ho was collector for a book concern In 
Chicago. There was much discussion 
of an attempt being made tn New York 
by K. P. Weston to walk 500 miles in 
six days. O'Leary one day announced 
to some of his friends that If Weston 
could not do the feat he could. He was 
laughed at. whereupon be obtained 
backing, and on July 4 beg 411 a six-day 
walk at a rink on West Randolph 
street. He covered 522 miles In the s.x 
days with ease, breaking the record. 
Thereafter he adopted walking as hts 
business. He was thirty years old at 
this time, having been born in County 
Cork. Ireland, in 1844. 

After several matches of lesser im¬ 
portance, all of which he won, O'Leary 
then entered into a match against live 
pedestrians, the conditions being that 
anyoi\e of the five could go in at any 
time against O'l^eary, the latter thus 
having constantly against him a fresh 
man. The walk was for forty hours, 
ten houra a day for four days. O’Leary 
won easily.

THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 
ISSUED BY THE PRESIDENT 


Prosperity, He Says, Is Fraught With Danger, and It 
Behooves the People To Be Careful of 
Blessings Bestowed. 


Washington, Oct. 26. — President 
Roosevelt to-ddy issued his Thanksgiv¬ 
ing proclamation through the Secretary 
of State, naming the last Thursday In 
November, the 28th. 

The proclamation Is ns follows: 

“Once again the season of the year 
ha« come when In accordance with the 
custom of our forefathers for genera¬ 
tions past the President appoints a day 
as the special occasion for all our peo¬ 
ple to give praise to and thanksgiving 
to God. 

"During the past year we have been 
free from famine, from pestilence, from 
war. We are at peace with all the rest 
of mankind. Our natural resources arc 
at least as great os those of any other 
nation. We believe that In ability to 
develop and take advantage of these 
resources the average man of this na¬ 
tion stands at least as high as the av¬ 
erage man of any other. Nowhere else 
In the wnrld Is there such an oppor¬ 
tunity for a free people to develop to 
the fullest extent all Its powers of 
body, of mind and of that which stands 
above both body and mind—character.

In the hearts of ordlnury citizens, 
thero dwells a keen sense of righteous¬ 
ness and justice. We should earnestly 
pray that this spirit of righteousness 
and justice may grow ever greater in 
the hearts of all of us. and that our 
souls mey be Inclined ever more both 
toward the virtues that tell for gon- 
tluneas and tenderness for loving kind¬ 
ness and forbearance one with another, 
and towurd those no less necessary’ vir¬ 
tues that make for manliness and rug¬ 
ged hardihood—for without them? quafi-

"Now. therefore, I, Theodore Roose¬ 
velt. President of the United States, 
do set apart Thursday, the tw'enty- 
elghth day of November, as a day for 
general thanksgiving and prayer, and 
on this day I recommend that the peo¬ 
ple shall cease from their daily work, 
and. In their homes or In their church¬ 
es meet devoutly to thank the Al¬ 
mighty for the many blessings they 
have received In the past, and to pruv 
that they may* be given tho strength 
so to order their lives an to deserve 
a continuation of these blessings In the 
future.”

He toll 
Senator Flint, of California, who called 
on him to Inquire us to his atiltud-* 
<n the admlasioti of these Territories 
ao States, that while he felt that It 
would have been better for the Luo 
Territories to come Into the Union ns 
one State, he was willing to accept the 
verdict of the people against such con¬ 
solidation, as expressed In their elec- 
:lons. Ho waa now in favor of admit¬ 
ting the Territories separately as 
States without discrimination a* to 
which should come in first. He suited, 
though, that he did not think Congrcs» 
would act upon the question at this 
session, and that It would be better to 
take a census of the two Territories 
before passing a bill admitting them 
as States. It is probiible that a bill will 
be passed at the coming srasion of 
Congress providing for a «-cn*us. It Is 
presumed that the PresHent will e\- 
pr.'ss his views a* to statehood for 
these Territories in his coming mes¬ 
sage. Delegate Andrews, of New Mexi¬ 
co, called upon the President and ac¬ 
quainted him with the Si-ntimcnt in 
New Mexico for statehood.

Getting Ready For Work. 


Representative James A. Tawney, of 
Minnesota, who will succeed himself as 
chairman of the House Committee <m 
Appropriations, wns In Washington to- 
ntght preparing to go to %vork upon the 
big supply bills of the first session of 
the Sixtieth Congress. The moat im¬ 
portant matter now before the commit¬ 
tee la the appropriations for the Pana¬ 
ma Canal, and \n order that tho rneni- 
bers of the committee may familiarize 
themselves with canal expenditure* 
they will sail next Thursday from New 
York for th© canal zone. Thero they 
will talk with the men who are actually 
doing the work and see exactly how 
the money is being spent. Tho bureaus 
of supply, labor and construction will b© 
looked into as far as the committee Is 
able and a busy ten days will be spent 
on tho Isthmus. 

The expenditures to date on the Pan¬ 
ama canal total the huge sum of $129.- 
608,568.38 Of this amount twenty* 
seven millions was Vnade available by 
the last Congress. It was the expect¬ 
ancy that the twenty-seven millions 
would last until July L 1908. but it Is 
now understood by the Committee on 
Appropriations that $8,000,000 addition¬ 
al will be required, and this amount 
will probably be carried by an urgent 
deficiency measure, which will pass the 
House and Senate early In January. 
This wlU be followed later In the ses¬ 
sion by the Sundry Civil Bill, which 
may carry as much as $35,000,000 for 
the expenses during the fiscal year be¬ 
ginning July l. The original cariul act 
authorized an expenditure of $185,000,- 
000, hence this amount will be nearly 
exhausted when the appropriations for 
the next fiscal year are placed in the 
hands of the commission. Members of 
the committee, of course, realize that 
the plans for widening the canal will 
cause a proportionately Increased ex¬ 
penditure and. In fact. It is predicted 
thnt while it may not come at tho next 
session, it is only a matter of time be¬ 
fore Congress will again have to pass 
upon the question of a sea level canal. 

The trip of tho members to the Isth¬ 
mus is made at the suggestion of Sec¬ 
retary Taft, who believes It advisable

SEVENTEEN MORE BIRTHS THAN 
DEATHS DURING WEEK. 


Mortality Report Shows Eighty New 
Babies and Sixty-three 
Fatalities. 


Seventeen more births than deaths were 
recorded in Louisville durinir the oast 
week. Of the sixty-three who died, thirty 
were males and thlrtv-thrce were females, 
forty-three were white and twenty were 
colored. Three persons died of typhoid 
fever, cixht of tuberculosis, four of heart 
disease, three otf pneumonia and four of 
Bright’s disease. Two persons committed 
suicide by means of poison and one by 
Shooting. 

Boy and ftfrl babies born during the 
week divided honors In point of num¬ 
bers. Forty male babies were born and 
forty female babies. Of the total numbt 
of new babies, soventy-six are white and 
four are colored.

When tho business men of Loulavllle 
and the business women of Louisville 
appear,on the streets Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 11, they will be greeted by an Indus¬ 
trious bevy of King’s Daughters who 
will accept contributions from them to¬ 
ward the work of the district nurse. 
The King’s Daughters will be prepared 
to place on the lapel of every con¬ 
tributor's coat a purple paper tag 
which will Indicate that a contribution 
has been made by the wearer. From 
this arises the name "Tag Day.” and 
it Is the hope of the King’s Daughters 
that not only will sufficient funds be 
raised for the Immediate use of the 
district nurse work, but a large pub¬ 
lic Interest In the alms and aspirations 
of the King's Daughters be established. 

For sixteen years this work has been 
carried on. and yet the King’s Daugh¬ 
ters say very few people comparatively, 
except those who have been benefited 
by the nurse’s work, know of Its ex¬ 
istence. Squalid and unhappy homea 
where sickness has reigned have been 
made clean, comfortable, wholesome 
and healthy by this agency, and many 
Incurable patients have been taught to 
make themselves more comfortable and 
have come to look forward to the visit, 
of tho nurse os a direct dispensation 
of providence. 

So gratifying have been thr results 
of the work done by the district nurse 
that the Kings Daughters very ear¬ 
nestly desire to extend it. It hoa been 
found that In districts where the nurse 
has been frequently called into service 
sanitary? conditions have been vastly 
Improved, and peoplo who were prac¬ 
tically hopeless before have taken 


tant feature of the work, and the King's 
Daughters believe that when the pub¬ 
lic shall be fully informed of the work 
that Is being done they will gludly con¬ 
tribute to thlT cause. 

According 'to Mias Jennie C. Bene¬ 
dict, superintendent of district nurso 
work, tfcvere Is quite a misapprehension 
in the rrfind of the public generally to 
the effect that tuberculosis is not 
looked alter by the district nurse. 
On the contrary, however, at least 60 
per cent, of the eases oared for by tho 
district nurse are tuberculosis, and a 
large part of the time of the rturse U 
required in aiding Incurables to lighten 
their burden and to liolp them to pur¬ 
sue their hopeless Journey under as fa¬ 
vorable oondrrtons ns possible. 

Mrs. Homer Stocky, n prominent 
King's Daughter, said yesterday: "Our 
hope is to be able to do more for in¬ 
curables. We feel If any distinction 
should be made between cur&ble arid 
Incurable caees whatever, the difference 
should accrue to the benefit of the in¬ 
curable. We want to do all we can 
to moke who* little of life thvy hay 0 
before them as bright as possible." 

The King’s Daughters’ organization 
is composed of church Women of every 
denomination. The majority are busi¬ 
ness women whose time is largely em¬ 
ployed In other mutters. They number 
about 800 in Louisville And bring a 
large Influence to bear. They co-ope- 
mte with their different pastors in the 
work of their own churches, and what 
funds are left from nuofh purposes are 
devoted to the district nurse work. It 
is the hope of the King’s DttUghtOfs 
tha*t sufficient Interest can be aroused 
to carry on Its work under fuller and 
freer conditions.

London, Oct. 26.—Three persons were 
killed and a dozen injured to-day In a 
rear-end collision at the West Hemp¬ 
stead Station of the Metropolitan Un¬ 
derground railroad. The rear train, it 
appears, ran past the signals In a fog 
and crashed Into a train standing ut 
the station. 

This Is the first accident of the kind 
since the London lines were electrified, 
when a system of , electric signalling 
wan Installed, which the company 
claimed would absolutely preclude the 
posibllity of such a catastrophe.

BRYAN’S VISIT 


To New York Doesn’t Arouse 
Enthusiasm. 


NONE OF THE LEADERS GREET 
THE NEBRASKAN. 


MUCH SPECULATION AS TO THE 
OBJECT OF THE TOUR. 


SECOND CHOICE TO CHANLER. 


Now York. Oct 26.—[Special.]—The 
tour of Mr. Bryan through this State 
has not thus far been of a character 
to arouse much enthusiasm on the part 
of his managers. A very significant 
feature of It Vos that In this city not 
a Democrat of standing or prominence 
greeted him or went to Cooper Union, 
where he spoke, and a Tammany dis¬ 
trict leader of not a particularly high 
type was billed to ifrcslde. While 
everybody likes Harry Walker and 
Gus Thomas as clever men and genial 
companions, neither of them have 
standing as Democrats that might en¬ 
able their advocacy to give strength to 
the Bryan boom. That the tour is a 
failure so far as this city Is concerned 
men close to Mr. Bryan are free to ad- 
mi L Some affect not to be disap¬ 
pointed. 

They toko the ground that the Ne¬ 
braskan did not expect a very warm 
welcome here; that he merely came to 
see his friends In the State and for no 
other purpose; that In consequence of 
Its hostile attitude New York will re¬ 
ceive Uttlo consideration at the next 
national convention. Few take this 
view seriously, however. No one be¬ 
lieves that Mr. Bryan came East just 
to see his blind followers. Instead the 
opinion prevails that the present tour 
Is the beginning of an effort pn the 
part of the Nebraskan to convert this 
section of tho country to his candi¬ 
dacy; that he will be in New York sev¬ 
eral times before the national conven¬ 
tion mee*s. nr<Q after that to pay par¬ 
ticular attention to It In the campuigu 
of 1908, provided he Is the nominee. 

• • * 

The Clianler Boom. 

The boom of Lewis Stuyvesant Chan- 
ler has also been a factor In the visit 
of Mr. Bryan. Of course It Is not to 
be urg^d as yet that the Lieutenant 


Governor's boom has passed the favor¬ 
ite-son stage and seriously threatened 
Mr. Bryan, but the feeling Is strong 
that Chanler la apt to enter the con¬ 
vention with the delegates of New 
York. New' Jersey and Connecticut, and 
this situation would not bo to the lik¬ 
ing of the Nebraskan or his followers 
at all. Flngy Connors, of Buffalo, the 
chairman of the State Committee, was 
frank enough in the course of an In¬ 
terview to say that If Chanler wanted 
the New* York delegates he could 
have them. 

• • • 

Bryan As Second Choice. 

There are friends of Mr. Bryan w*ho 
think the Taft tactics should be fol¬ 
lowed In tho present Instance, namely, 
not to oppose Chanler In New York, if 
the delegates elected in his behalf are 
willing to make Mr. Bryan their sec¬ 
ond choice. The question, though. Is 
whether the Brvan neoole are strong 
though to bring this about. It is not 
to be questioned that tho party in New 
York by an overwhelming majority, is 
absolutely opposed to the naming of 
the Nebraskan; that It sees defeat in 
the nomination; that some of Us lead¬ 
ers believing that the other S ate? ctn- 
not be convinced of this and are bent 
on allowing Mr. Bryan to try his luck 
once more, have In a sense declined to 
Interest themselves in anyway in the 
national situation. But i no one need 
doubt that they will suphort any man 
who enters the Hold opposed to Mr. 
Bryan. While they do hot think Mr. 
Chanler has much of a chance to se¬ 
cure the nomination, it Is said to be 
their Intention to s ul a d legation In¬ 
structed for him Find composed of men 
who may be relied upon to hold out 
’against William J. Bryan to the very 
S last. The only stumbling blrck to this 
programme at the present time is 
'Charles F. Murphy, the leader of Tam¬ 
many Hall. His Ilea is that the dele- 
I gates should be uninstructed. The 
Tammany boss, however, has so little 
interest In th»* situation that he is not 
apt to risk his grip on the State ma¬ 
chine by entering the domain of nation¬ 
al politics.

For 
want of such an organ.zatlon this city 
has been degenera ling in this regard as 
Is shown in the fact that the cnildten 
of some of our clLxens who were form¬ 
er patrons of h jafn-class music show a 
dep.orabie preference for ragtime. 

••Our organization would cultivate the 
ethical side of music, advance the popu¬ 
lar taste, and develop our lorn. taLni. 
On the material side it would no douct 
do much to advert.se Louisville, just 
as the Boston Symphony Orche tra has 
served to advertise the Hub City. 

“The ready rc.spons© which the idea 
has met gives me much encouragement 
to go ahead with the work of bring ng 
it to fruition F r the present we do 
not have to w-orry about a home for we 
have a place to serve immediate needs. 

“My ideas about the matter are epi¬ 
tomised in the following presentat on 
by A. R. Cooper published about two 
years ago: 

•* 'Wh^t is the best thing in do for 
Louisville?' I should say th»ro is no one 
thing that is b’Rt. but any number of 
thinks that! nre extremely Important, ac¬ 
cording to l?arh one’s personal Ideas and 
nterests. 

“Though r«rltig for every cause that 
helps our city there is space now to 
speak only of the cause that is at pres¬ 


ent uppermost in my thoughts. We are 
without a good permanent orchestra ami 
this is a deficiency much to our discredit. 
If we stop to think how larg»* and impor¬ 
tant a place music occupies in the life of 
our day. how much Is made of it (rt edu¬ 
cation. in religion. In amusement and In 
the genernl social life, we no longer won¬ 
der that it should bo wiped that no city 
ia properly ©quipped in an aesthetic way 
that docs not possess that crowning fea¬ 
ture of musical activity, namely, an ex¬ 
cellent and flourishing and permanent or¬ 
chestra. 

“Among the arts ,4hat refine and en¬ 
noble existence, and which prove so 
strongly that mun does not. cannot, ought 
not live by bread alone, there is none 
from which conies a larger share of our 
experience of beauty and delight that is 
received from music, and hence whatever 
Is done to enrich and perfect this expe¬ 
rience Is of public sendee of the highest 
character. s 

“We have In Louisville^© musical or- 
gttnzation knewm as the Philharmonic So¬ 
ciety. It Is now In the fifth year of Its ex¬ 
istence and from the beginning its merits 
In an artistic way have steadily advanced. 
In this society we have the germ of a 
flrst-cinss orchestra and a better thing 
could not be done for the city than to 
provide this society with the requisite 
financial support to establish It on a lib¬ 
eral and permanent basis.

The House of Lords. 

The Liberal Government of Great 
Britain has declared war upon the 
House of Lords. That body, with a 
nominal membership of over six hun¬ 
dred—though the great majority hardly 
ever appear there—is always Tory by a 
large majority. When the Tories are 
In power, it regularly passes the meas¬ 
ures w’hich the House of Common* 
sends to It and there la no complaint. 
Whan the Liberals control the House 
of Commons and the Government, the 
House of Lords rejects many of the 
Government measures, or amends them 
to such an extent as to render them 
unacceptable. Thus the rule of the 
people Is defeated, or at loast is liable 
to be defeated, by Jhe votes of men who 
-owe their places tJthe accident of birth. 

The hereditary principle for law¬ 
givers In a country which haa a consti¬ 
tutional government, where the will of 
the people is supposed to govern, Is 
essentially vicious. It gives no assur¬ 
ance of fitness, and In fact a large 
number, perhaps a larg# majority, of 
those qualified to sit In the House of 
Lords are quite unfit f®r the duties of 
the position, and never appear in the 
House at all unless there Is some ex¬ 
traordinary efTort to get them together. 
Bui enough of them can always be as¬ 
sembled to throw out, to nullify, any 
act of a Liberal House of Commons 
which docs not satisfy their leaders. 

This "situation has long created great 
discontent whenever the Liberals have 
a majority in the House of Commons, 
which carries with It the control of the 
Government—that Is, the executive au¬ 
thority. Hence there is an old demand 
that the House of Lords be mended or 
ended. Since the advent of the Liberal 
Government, which came Into power 
rear the beginning of last year, this de¬ 
mand has been very urgent. A resolu¬ 
tion passed last June by the House of 
Commons stated In effect that the time 
had come when the power of the House 
of Lords to Impose an absolute veto on 
the legislation of the House of Com¬ 
mons should cease; that the supremacy 
of the elective over the hereditary 
chamber must be firmly established. 

How thi* is to be done has been an 
Interesting and serious question. In a 
recent speech at Edinburgh the British 
Prime Minister, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, outlined his plan for this 
purpose. He enumerated the grievances 
against the House of Lords, saying 
that since the beginning of last year the 
Lords had destroyed the Education 
Bill, the Plural Voting Bill, two Scottish 
I^and Bills, besides radically Impairing 
the Irish Rented Tenants’ Bill and the 
FOngllsh Land Tenure Bill. His meth¬ 
od of procedure to curtail the power of 
the Lords was thus outlined: It was 
in substance that at the next session 
if Parliament a bill shall be sent up to 
th© House of Lords, and upon the lat¬ 
ter’s disagreeing to it or changing It 
essentially, th© Government will pro¬ 
pose a conference. If this should not 
be productive of an agreement a sim¬ 
ilar bill will be proposed after th© 
lapse of six months, and another con¬ 
ference proposed. Should there still 
fall to be an agreement the bill will be 
passed a third time by the Commons 
and sent to the Lords with an Intima¬ 
tion that If not agreed -to it will be 
passed over their heads. Should the 
Lords be still determined to rejeot the 
bill. Parliament will be dissolved and 
an appeal made to the people on th© 
single question whether the country 
shall be governed by hereditary legisla. 
tors rather than by men of their own 
choice. 

At the Edinburgh meeting a man In 
the audience suggested that the way 
was too roundabout, but his Idea was 
not adopted and the plan was ap¬ 
proved by acclamation.

Th© central Idea of these remedies is 
that since present legislation aq,d busi¬ 
ness enterprise favor drinking, so It Is 
believed that a legislation against It may 
make abstinence as common and fash¬ 
ionable as tippling now Is, and that a sys¬ 
tematic teaching and moral pressure 
against liquor may bring about an order 
of living In which the basis and ideals of 
society shall be as strong for sobriety 
and prohibition as they now are for open 
doors and unlimited freedom of traffic.

TIMELY RELIGIOUS TOPICS. 


The contemplated uqk»n of Congrega- 
tlonaliats. Methodist Protestants und 
T T n!ted Brethren Is Indefinitely post- 
ponod—some say It can never be real- ^ 
ized. Postponement, at least, is the of. g 
feet of the action of the Congregational 
National Council at Its Cleveland meet¬ 
ing. The council decided, In effect, that 
It approved the union, but that It Is not 
well to be too hftffty; so It suggested 
that another meeting be held of repre¬ 
sentatives of the three bodies to see 
whether the act of union, which was 
adopted at such a meeting months ago, 
may not be improved. A leader In one 
of the other denominations, when told 
of this action of the National Council, 
paid; "Congreg-attonallsts talk church 
union, but they cannot 'deliver the. 
goods.' " 

There is no mincing of words on the 
part of United Brethren and Methodist 
Protestant leaders as to where lies the 
responsibility fbr the failure of the 
union plans. Before the action of the 
Congregational National Council was 
known, the Rev. Dr. F. T. Tagg. of 
Baltimore, one of the foremost of Meth¬ 
odist Protestants, said in one of that 
denomination's Journals: "We are not 
i»f thoso who think the Congregatlon- 
nlists should divide In order to unite 
with Christians of other denominations, 
but we do want to nay here, ns plainly 
ns we can form words to say It, that If 
the trl-unlon falls the responsibility of 
the failure rests with tho Congrega¬ 
tional Church. We say this with deep 
sorrow. We do not believe they can 
harmonize this failure with their well- 
known and frequently expressed desire 
to unify the churches of Christendom, 
but that Is their problem." I 

It is considered strange by leaders 
of other denominations that the prac¬ 
tical blocking of the union plans 1»as 
been done by tho body which theoret¬ 
ically has the slightest of denomina¬ 
tional Hop. It Is the very looseness of 
denominational organization that em¬ 
phasizes the strength'of the Individual 
churches and the strong congregation- 
a! churches are held responsible for the 
blocking of union. Congregatl.mal 
churches are self-governing, anti many 
of them have gone oh record as un¬ 
willing to give up, in the slightest de¬ 
gree. their Independence. Methodist 
Protestants and United Brethren have i 
central bodies of authority. The act of 
union adopted In a general council of 
the three denominations was a compro¬ 
mise between the two forms of gov¬ 
ernment. It Is said that the two small¬ 
er bodies prove up a good deal more 
than they asked Congregationalisms to 
give up of their present polity. Tho 
effect of the action of the Congregation¬ 
al National Council is to put off the 
consummation of union for five years 
at least, and to strengthen the opinion 
held by many church leaders that Con¬ 
gregationalism will find themselves 
able to unit© only with such demont- 
nations as may be willing to become 
congregational. 

A denomination that has received 
overtures from the Congregational 
Committee on Federation. Comity and 
Unity is the Free Baptist. This com¬ 
paratively small body was separated 
many years ago from the regular Bap¬ 
tist Church and InT^ent years it has 
shown considerable vitality. Besides 
the Congregationalism, the Disciples of 
Christ and tho Baptists have been 
making overtures looking toward 
union with Free Baptists. The latter 
body has Just held its General Con¬ 
ference and wa* there decided that im¬ 
mediate union with any other denomi¬ 
nation is impracticable, but that th®r© 
exist closer relations with the Baptists 
than wlih either of the other two de- 
nominatlonp. Therefore a commltt'a 
was appolntedvjo continue*negotiations 
with the Baptists and endeavor to come* 
to an agreement us to doctrine and 
polity which may ultimately lead to 
union. The Congregational!*!* and 
DUcipleo were officially informed that 
the firm attempts for unir n were to 
bo made with Baptists, and that If 
they failed the proposals of others 
might be considered. 

ON episcopalian missions. 

Meeting Held At Richmond Conven¬ 
tion May Exert Much Influence. 

During the session of the Episcopal 
General Convention a meeting was held 
In Richmond which, it Is believed by 
leaders in that church, may have groat 
Influence on its missionary work. It 
was a meeting of laymen, most of them 
deputies to the convention, to consider 
the work which the men of the church 
may do for missions. Work that is 
being done by laymen's organizations 
in various centers was described, and 
the opinion was freely expressed that 
much good might follow a federation 
of all such organizations. Such a fed¬ 
erative movement was started a few 
month* ago. and organizations of men 
In New York, Pittsburg. Buffalo. Bal¬ 
timore, Providence and Springfield have 
entered It. , . . . 

Under the auspices of this federation, 
which is known ;u< ttjp Church Lay¬ 
men's Union. & conference Is to be held 
In New York City on January 24 and 
26. The meeting at Richmond adopted 
a resolution urging all organizations of 
church laymen, without regard to tn© 
particular form of missionary work 
they aro engaged In, to co-operate in 
making the aiming conference a rep¬ 
resentative one. to the end that it may 
consider and co-ordinate the efforts of 
men everywhere to help the missionary 
work of tho church. The resolution also 
calls upon bishops and rectors to urge 
laymen to unite and to send representa¬ 
tives to the New York conference. 

It was stated at the Richmond meet¬ 
ing that laymen In increasing num¬ 
bers aj*v willing to use their evenings 
and Sundays In voluntary work for th* 
church, and that under the directions 
of their bishops, archdeacons or other 
officials these men do excellent work, 
especially along the lines of church ex¬ 
tension. In most cases they ar© 
licensed by their bishops as lay read¬ 
ers. and as such they have the right 
to conduct services In missions and 
do practically all that an ordained mis¬ 
sionary' or a rector might do except 
administer the sacraments. In tho 
opinion of church leaders the bond of 
laymen, working nlong such practical 
and material lines for the advancement 
of the church, will become a powerful 
force in th© Episcopal Church and a 
large gathering of men in New York 
in January Is hoped for.

N VIEW of the Louisville and Ken¬ 
tucky girls who have married into 
foreign families and of the nu¬ 
merous happy international match¬ 
es, the following from an Eastern jour¬ 
nal Is of Interest: 

“International marriages—marriages 
of young American girls to foreigners— 
may be. after all. more of a natural 
select ion, a sort of survival n>f the fit¬ 
test, than any purchase of title. If 
this be so and the marriage of Gladys 
Vanderbilt to a Hungarian of remote 
estate is only another turn in the evo¬ 
lution of time, perhaps In this par¬ 
ticular marriage we have come to about 
the last link in the chain that mak^s 
complete this one condition in the 
scheme of existence. Surely there 
could he no greater extreme than these 
two to-day, yet no greater survival of 
something fit— If It should be that there 
Is this unalterable plan in Nature’s law, 
and that extremes must meet thav 
future—hundreds or thousands of years 
hence—can have Its chance, as the , 
chance has been given to ua. Here is 
this beautiful American girl, the de¬ 
scendant of a house that plodded for 
coins In pioneer America—re pres, n atlve 
of gigantic wealth and typically of the 
country, and here Is the scltm of race 
in remotest Hungary, a race supposed 
to be lost to history. In their wander¬ 
ing, a century before the coming of th© 
l Saviour. 

“It would be a consolation to us a3 
an embryo country—If such marriages 
are but the scheming of old Dame Na- 
turo to round out and perfect human 
llfo^-to have the bleed of other coun¬ 
tries, even of the Magyars, men of 
Hungarian wilds, the decadent sons of 
France, or our own blood—these Eog r 
llsh. Scotch and Irish cousins—adopt 
our soil as the spot where survivals 
I should take place and plans be carried 
out. It is refined cruelty that our rep¬ 
resentative young gjrls, girls reared 
tenderly In the atmosphere of love that 
it the keynote or all American homes, 
should he the sacrifice on thU altar of 
evolution. 

“After the excitement and glamour 
and glitter of estates, titles nnd mar¬ 
riages have passed away and life really 
begins, can anyone misunderstand or 
be lgnorunt of the agony that rnu;t 
come to the homesick girl? She may 
be old enough to know the delight, the 
pain of love; she may b»* developed 
mentally to the duty of wife, without 
the torment of exquisite love; the hus¬ 
band may be considerate beyond any 
precept of his own country, yet with 
the love, the duty and the consideration 
all there for succor, there must come 


the time when the heart will cry out 
for the land, the home, the friends of 
childhood. This undoubtedly marks the 
beginning of the end of happiness. As 
the years go on. divorce may not neces¬ 
sarily follow, but a sadness will creep 
Into the dyes and the story will be told 
In some other way. 

“If these marriages, these evolutional 
incidents, as it were, could be reversed 
and the young man of the foreign coun¬ 
try' be the lamb led to the altar—be the 
one to live In the strange land—there 
might not be so many of these mar¬ 
riages ending in divorco or in separa¬ 
tion. But he, in living in America, 
would be in the same position socially 
as the American girl Is in, his land— 
without sympathy. A sod Commentary 
In evolution—the evolution or which the 
International marriages may form a 
part—is that there must be sacrifice. 
There art* very few foreigners who can 
take position socially in this country 
where a real sympathy Is extended. 
The foreigner may win respect, may 
win pity, may be successful In busi¬ 
ness enterprise, may be admitted to 
club life, but the sympathy that forrn 9 
the basis of a genuine friendship is 
seldom if ever known. The husband of 
foreign d! *oci and Instincts is in the 
same position In this country that the 
American girl is In his land, when the 
time cornea that friends are needed 
to fill in the gaps that love, infatuation 
or glamour has a way of crating. A 
direct sympathy between the Anglo- 
Saxon race and the Latin would be 
quite unnatural, and it U> almost as 
uncommon , that a natural, unselfish 
sympathy exists between the English- 
speaking races—in China during Boxer 
troubles In 1900, for example—are forced 
shoulder to shoulder as by a magnet 
with no volition on their part and 
would be without show-duwn if It were 
possible to forget Bunker Hill and the 
Declaration cf Independence and a few 
other things. England has a way cf 
forgetting that the naughty child, who 
ran away from home, ha* grown up 
and America has a way of resenting 
the fatherly, motherly, superior knowl¬ 
edge of the older country. 

“Pity *tls that America could r\ r t 
have kept Its two great and rep.e- 
8entatlve names true to th* country. 
The Astor and the Vanderbilt arc so a 
part of the country that even though 
there was a barrier In the eocI-jI !l n 1d 
in the Astor regime, to have kept the 
names and blood unmlxed and true to 
America would have given us a rigid 
social backbone that coming genera¬ 
tions could build on. though we might * 
not. 

“I heard a man say the other day: 
‘There’s sterling quality In the very 
name nf Vanderbilt. You have got to 
bow down to them as absolutely with¬ 
out frivol In their natures. Their mar¬ 
riages In some instances, have intro¬ 
duced folly and suggestions of vanity, 
but it was never in the Vam’erbtlt 
blood. My grandfather used to tell 
nbout th£ old days when If he wer; a 
good boy through the week h*.* was to 
have a shilling. Ho never worked for 
hundreds or thousands of dollars as he 
used to work for that ah! lllng. The 
shilling meant th*U. on Saturday he 
would go down to the Battery, get 
aboard a sloop belonging to th<> old 
Commodore and go down to Stat n 
Island, where the dear old lady would 
open oyster shells for him and he 
would eat and cut until he wne» sitla- 
fled and ready to go to work again b»- 
Ing sood. to earn hla next week's shil¬ 
ling. 

** ’He always insisted there were no 
loys In the after years that compared 
with that Saturday's outing, and no 
oysters In the Bay that ever had th* 
purity of those that were opened by 
the old Commodore’s wife. He used to 
groan himself and talk of the older 
Vanderbilts turning in their graves at 
the nonsense of the modem Vanderbilts 


reaching out and’struggling with social 
ambitions and always was loyal to the 
conviction that it was not any doings 
of the Vanderbilts, but the women they 
married, who could see but one use for 
wealth t blood, as 

America’s honor and backbone, got an 
awful knock in one of them adopting 
England as his home, but the name was 
redeemed for him somewhat before my 
grandfather died In the fact that Wil¬ 
liam Waldorf had never gone In for 
I buying any titles for his son or daugh- 
| ter, but had always allowed the hearts 
of his children to Incline their own way. 
• My grandfather was born nearly a cen- 


tury ago and died with his mind as un¬ 
clouded In his old age as in his prime. 
The century had shown him wonderful 
changes, but none so wonderful nor so 
disappointing as that a Vanderbilt 
could get to the frivolity of titles and 
ducal crowns.* 

“Will little Gladys Vanderbilt come 
back from the Magyar estates in Hun¬ 
gary with heart all torn and tender for 
her Manhattan? Or what Is coming to 
us as Americans If Manhattan must in 
time’s evolutions give up this bkx>d 
that is the signal flag of success and 
American pride? A Russian—and the 
happy marriage of Princess Cant a-

authorized the organization of a Mis¬ 
sionary Council, which shall bo an aux¬ 
iliary to the Board of Missions. Each 
council Is to be composed of all the 
bishops in the department, and four 
clerical and four lay representatives 
from each diocese. 

Each Missionary Council thus com¬ 
posed is to have certain powers with 
reference to the General Board of Mis¬ 
sions. It has power ^tolect a depart¬ 
ment secretary, whosjHtectton Is sub¬ 
ject to the approval W the Board of 
Missions, but whose salary* is to be paid 
by the board. The council has also the 
right to elect a representative other 
than the department secretary, and 
such representatives shall have the 
right to attend all meetings of the 
Mission Board, with the right of the 
floor, but without the right to vote. In 
making Its annual apportionment of the 
sum needed for the support of mis¬ 
sions the Board of Mission must here¬ 
after make the apportionment for each 
department In. a lump siyn. and the 
Missionary Council of each department 
will subdivide to amoqnt and appor¬ 
tion it to the various dioceses, parishes 
and missions. By this new legislation 
It Is believed that a wider missionary 
interest may be created In the Episco¬ 
pal Church. 

EXECUTIVE COMMISSIONS 


tentlon to their educational classes, 
and Association leaders are calling at. 
tentlon to the fact that the total num¬ 
ber of students enrolled In regular 
classes Is as large as the total for ten 
of the largest colleges In the country-! 
Last year’s enrollment In Y. M. C. A. 
classes was 42,000 and present indica¬ 
tions are that 50,000 will be readied 
this season. These figures take no ac¬ 
count of the thousands of men and 
boye who attend educational lectures, 
but who are not enrolled students. 

The expense of maintaining this 
greatest of universities will be about 
$500,000 this year, and It Is held to be 
an evidence of the. value In w*hlch the 
young men hold their opportunities for 
practical education through the Y. M. 
C. A. that they themselves pay from 
50 per cent, to 85 per cent, of these 
total expenses, whereas students In the 
colleges pay only 35 per cent, to 50 per 
cent, of the cost of their education.

came Into existence. In 1717. to 1783 In 
1788. the present form of government 
was adonted and In It there was no

It was not long 
before the policeman on the beat ad¬ 
mitted that to set boys raising radishes 
and lettuce was to decrease perceptibly 
the number of arrests in that ward. 
The multiplication of vacation schools, 
public parks and recreation piers, 
gives a chance for the boys to work 
off compressed energy which, if it has 
no other vent, will begin by breaking 
city ordinances, and from misdemean¬ 
ors will break into felonies. 

Increase t manual training In the 
schools and then by child-labor laws 
see that children have an opportunity 
to go to school a sufficient number of 
years and we shall strengthen im¬ 
mensely the moral bulwark against 
crime. 

Since, under various estimates, from 
seventy-five to ninety per cent, of 
crime is due to or connected with in¬ 
temperance we see how greatly our 
prison population could b<* reduced by 
the reduction of intemperance.

Children’s Courts. 


be effected through a closer co-opera¬ 
tion of the schools and the court. 

Just as I am writing this article a 
prison worker at Nashville, Tenn.. in- 1 
forms me that three boys, from twelve 
to fourteen years of age, are now’ ser¬ 
ving* a term of years in the Tennes¬ 
see State prison for stealing. They are 
all white boys, and one of them, twelve 
years old, has been sentenced to nine 
years' imprisonment. The State of Ten¬ 
nessee is not the only State that needs 
to establish Juvenile courts for the sal¬ 
vation of its children. 

Investigation shows that confirmed 
rounders In prisons are made from neg¬ 
lected youths. Every boy or girl saved 
at the threshold means an empty cell 
In prison.

The Probation System. 


Second—Multiply children's courts 
and child saving agencies. The eatab- 
lishment of children's courts, which 
have made great progress in the United 
States, and are being studied with 
great earnestness abroad. Is an indica¬ 
tion that society is coming to Us 
senses. Our police courts in dealing 
with children have been part of our 
crime-making machinery. The chil¬ 
dren’s court now becomes a part of our 
life-saving agencies. The experience of 
Denver show’s that seventy-five per 
cent, of children can be saved without 
committing them even to reformatory 


Third —Extend and Improve our pro¬ 
bation system. Experience has shown Q 
that thousands of cases of adult first 
offenders can be treated better without M 
Imprisonment. In Massachusetts, start- Kg 
Ing from a small beginning, probation 
work has grown from year to year. i ™ 

In the last eight years 57.76(1 persons 
have been placed on probation!In Mas- _ 
saohusetts who otherwise would have P 
swelled the prison population. 

The advantage of probation is not i m3 
only that It reduces the prison popu- ■ 
lation, thereby reducing the cost to I P 
the State, but that this large body of | 
men are not taken out of the ranks 
of labor; that the breadwinner is not 
taken from the family, and that in 
cases where fines are Imposed they 
may be paid in Installments to the pro¬ 
bation officer. There Is opportunity also 
to make restitution to the victims of 
crime. 

Fourth—Abolish the fee system—Un¬ 
der this fiscal system the county sher¬ 
iffs are paid so much a head for en¬ 
trance and discharge Tees and so much 
a week for the board of prisoners. The 
system is a relic of past ages, but un¬ 
der our methods of county government 
it prevails in many States. The Prison 
Association has been conducting a cam¬ 
paign against this Iniquitous system In 
the .State of New York. We have found 
that the counties which have substi¬ 
tuted a salary system for the fee sys¬ 
tem the Jail population has been re¬ 
duced from lb to 50 per cent., and In 
the same ratio the expenses of the 
county. The history of the fee sys¬ 
tem In New York alone ought to suffice 
to condemn it heyond all apology, it 
reeks with scandal. In one of our 
counties apple pickers were systematic¬ 
ally run into the Jails as tramps: 
though they wpre discharged on trial 
the sheriff made a good deal of money

In well- 
conducted State prisons, with educative 
and Industrial Influences, which are es¬ 
sentially reformatory methods, gned re¬ 
sults are also obtained. Prisoners com¬ 
mitted to Jails, on the other hiind, are 
placed in an environment which tends 
to make them worse than they were 
before. They are started on Uv* road 
and the State pushes them a little fur¬ 
ther In the same direction. N<> maledic¬ 
tions pronounced against our Jail sys¬ 
tem can paint too blackly the moral 
gloom of these penal institutions. They 
are breeding places of crime. When we 
send a man to prison It should be to 
submit him to influences which will de¬ 
velop his will, improve his intellect, ed¬ 
ucate his hand, strengthen his moral 
firrn end ..«» r«plrstion. 


We must odd correction to prevention. 
A prison system w hich does not correct 
Is a failure. Our Jails are loafers’ halls; 
make them hives of Industry and the 
tramp population which Infests them 
will be reduced to a minimum. 

Sixth—Rehabilitate tue discharged 
prisoners. When a man comes out of 
prison, influence© should be invoked to 
keep him from going back again. One- 
of the best of these is the parol© sys¬ 
tem under which h© is released condi¬ 
tionally after work and shelter have 
been provided him. How much better 
Is this than the cruel method of send¬ 
ing him out on a certain day without 
work and without a h >me and without 
money? It Is time this antiquated sys¬ 
tem w’as abandoned.

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HOW THE GUGGENHEIMS 
GOT THEIR BIG FORTUNE. | 


Senator Simon Guggenheim Is only 
on© of seven money-making brothers, 
the assembled fortunes of whom run 
anywhere from $100,000,000 to $500,000,- 
000, says the Washington Herald. The 
Ouggenhelms do not deal In oil, but 


in gold, silver, copper and lead prin¬ 
cipally, and they have nbt been con¬ 
tent to follow in the wake of one mem¬ 
ber of the family and profit by his 
genius, as was the ease with the 
Rockefellers. They are the greatest 
producers of silver and lead In the 
world; they rival the Anmlgarna’.ed In 
producing copper, and within a few 
years, when certain Alaskan plans ma¬ 
ture. it is predicted that they will also 
excel in the production of gold. The 
seven brothers are modest enough to 
bury their own Identity by calling 
themselves M. Guggenheim's S^ns. and 
allow that what they are and have ac¬ 
complished Is due to their father. Mey¬ 
er Guggenheim. 

On the same sailing ship which 
brought the father to this country, 
w’her© he landed In 1848, w*as a young 
girl passenger named Barbara Myers, 
who, In 1852, became Mrs. Guggenheim, 
He peddled nil sorts of things around 
Philadelphia to get a living, always 
traveling on foot, and it was during 
these rambling* that he ran across a 
man who had for sale a recipe for stove 
polish. Guggenheim purchased it. 
Starting the manufacture of stove pol¬ 
ish on a small basis In 1S59. and com¬ 
bining frugality with prodigious work, 
he soon branched into the importation 


of lye for making soft soap. This 
helped to swell his Income and enabled 
him to go into the lace business. At 
first he Imported laces, but ere long 
h * was dealing in all kinds of embroid¬ 
eries, was on a firm financial basis, 
and had.money to lend. Under a fore¬ 
closure he reluctantly became the pos¬ 
sessor of mines In I>eadvillp. One of the 
sons was sent to look after the prop¬ 
erty. Gradually the mine holdings 
were augmented, and with the attend¬ 
ant success all other business inter¬ 
ests were inevitably relinquished. Mey¬ 
er Guggenheim w-os one of the first to 
utilise American capital in developing 
the mineral wealth of Mexico. He died 
n 1905. Six of the seven brothers de- 
clarc that Daniel Guggenheim is the 
genius of the family, but the seventh— 
Daniel—savs that is all nonsense and 
stuff. The Ouggenhelms and their close 
associates own the Guggenehlm Ex¬ 
ploration Company. the American 
Smelting and Fteflning Company, and 
the American Smelters' Securities Com¬ 
pany. The aggregate capital of these 
ihree concerns is over $200,000,000. They 
also control various companies devoted 
to th*. production and refining of gold, 
silver, copper, lead and rubber. The 
offices of the family, located in New 
York, seem to exemplify the s 
v. stand; i\"> Ided wq 
for here the desks of the brot 
ranged in one big room and

N January it will be possible for 
the first time for Americans to 
make an ocean journey by rail. 
From a comfortable seat in a parlor 
c*ar the traveler will be able to look out 
on one side across the rolling billows 
of the Atlantic, and on the other side 
over the bluer waters of the Gulf of 
Florida, the two commingling directly 
beneath the tracks which support his 
train. The tracks themselves will be 
out of sight, of course, so he can en¬ 
joy the novel sensation of going to sea 
by train. 

Here and there the voyager by ocean 
railway wifi cross diminutive coral 
keys, and at Intervals he will traverse 
larger islets through groves of tangled 
palms. He win be set down at length 
on Knight's Key, the southernmost 
point in the United States reached by 
raiil, and the temporary terminus of the 
only seafaring railroad ever built. 
There he may step aboard a fast 
steamer, and six hours later land In 
HsuWia, having traveled all but 115 


coral Islands that curves from the 
Florida mainland southwest to Key 
T\ est. hen work was begun, about 
two years ago, it was announced that 
trains would be running In three years, 
but so rapidly has construction gone 
forward that already more than two- 
thirds of the distance has been cov¬ 
ered, and the line is almost ready to 
be opened for more than 100 of the 154 
miles of its projected length. 

The building of this remarkable ocean 
highway is regarded by Mr. Flagler as 
the crowning achievement of the great 
development that he has been carry¬ 
ing on in Florida. Though he has long 
been prominent in other great indus¬ 
trial enterprises, Mr. Flagler's real 
work—or at least that in which he 
takes the keenest interest—has been

P ORT TEWFIK. Oct 15.—Modern 
enterprise is opening up the 
backwoods of Egypt. Syndicates 
with largo capital are prospect¬ 
ing for coal oil and copper In the Sinai 
peninsula. The Egyptian Exploration 
Company is working gold mines be¬ 
tween Luxor and the Red sea, and th G 
Nile Gold Fields Company i* operating 
further south beyond Assouan. An 
English syndicate with a capital of two 
and one-half million dollars is about to 
build a railroad across the Libyan des¬ 
ert to develop the string of oases which 
lie one hundred miles or so west of 
the Nile valley, and by the Assouan 
dam over fifty thousand acres have 
been added to that great fertile spot in 
the desert know® as the Fayoum. All 
of these regions may be called the back- 
woods of Egypt. Moat of them have 
long been considered barren and worth¬ 
less, and about them little Is known. 

Within the past two or throe years 
a great Interest has sprung up as to 
the gold fields of Egypt. Prospectors 
have been going over the desert above 
Cairo, between this country and the 
Red Sea, and more than a eccre of 
syndicates have been formed to pros¬ 
pect tho various concessions. The 
whole country has been divided among 
them, and the E^yptlau Gove n:nem 
has instituted a department of min,s to 
control them. This department is un¬ 
der the Minister of the Interior, and it 
has a camel police so that Its so.d»er3 
can go rapidly from pUce to place and 
keep order. Lines* of communilcation 
from certain ports on the Nile to the 
ped Sea ore being opened up in order 
to enable labor to be more economical¬ 
ly sent to the mines and to give the 
companies better means of transport 
for the materials and food-Uults which 
they require. 

At present the headquarters of the 
mining department are at Edfou. be¬ 
tween Assouan and Luxor. It has sup¬ 
plies and matorla! stored there, and it 
has been making experiments of cross¬ 
ing the eastern desert on motor cars 
acid motor cycles to some of the min¬ 
ing centers. Jus* now the chief mines 
are far away from the Nile, and it is 
necessary to have quick methods of 
reaching them.

GROWING VEGETABLES s# ^ ^ 

S3 S3 AND ERUET EN ALASKA. 


A NEW idea of Alaska's possi¬ 
bilities In the fruit and vege¬ 
table line is givetf readers in 
"the States” by an article In 
the Fairbanks, Alaska. Times of Au¬ 
gust l last. It is as follows: * 
"Home-grown watermelons.” It Is 
a sign that would have made you wink 
your left eye had you heard about it 
while back In the States, where Alaska 
was pictured as a land of eternal snow*. 
Now you take it as a matter of course 
and inquire the price per cut when you 
go into a restaurant. 

The home-grown watermelons which 
have been on exhibition were grown on 
the ranch of P. J. Richert, out on Cush¬ 
man street. There are more where 
these came from. If there are any 
skeptical persons about town. Mr. Rich¬ 
ert will be glad to show them. Mr. 
Richert has two larg* hothouses, each 
20x109 feet, besides the many,hotbeds 
beside them. During the early 4 part of 
the season the hothouses were given 
over to the growing of lettuce, beets, 
radishes and other early vegetables. 
Now they are entirely occupied by 
cucumber, muskmelon. watermelon and 
tomato vines, besides other of the more 
delicate plants and flow*ers. The to¬ 
mato plants are all large and heavily 
laden. From twenty-five to fifty 
pounds of tomatoes are marketed from 
them every day. From the cucumber 
vines the daily crop is from 100 to 160 
cucumbers. Among the things which 
Mr. Richert will show the visitor Is a 


cherry^ tomato, on which the tomatoes 
grow In clusters of the size and shape 
of largo currants. The tomatoes them¬ 
selves are of very fine and delicate 
flavor. 

Out In his fields Mr. Richert has 10.- 
000 cabbage plants growing. From these 
he sells dally whatever the market de¬ 
mands. There are already he d Js of 
cabbage growing In the open which will 
weigh seven pounds. The largest 
grown on these grounds la4t year 
weighed fourteen and one-balf pounds. 

From his celery beds, which include 
7,000 plants, Mr. Richert Is bleaching 
and Felling as fast as the market de¬ 
mands. From his pea vines he has also 
been filling local orders for the past 
two weeks. 

The strawberries grown on the ranch 
this season did not do well, as the 
gtxmnd was not suitable for them. 
However, Mr. Richert Is at present en¬ 
gaged :n clearing about ten acres of 
dry sandy soli to the rear of his pres¬ 
ent garden. On this he will set his 
strawberry* plants, and raise potatoes 
and other crops that demand a dry soil. 

At present there are about twenty- 
five acres under cultivation. Five or 
six of thc*o are in garden truck. The 
rest has been sowed In timothy and 
oats. 

Among the sights of the place the 
owner will show the visitor six two- 
year-old apple trees wrtiioh he received 
from the experimental station at Sitka. 
They are growing as Though they 
moant business. 

Mr. Richert Is planning to add still 
another hothouse to those he already 
has in operation in order to enlarge 
his early crops. 


Hants have never been outside of the 
oases, and they ore said to be interest¬ 
ing to an extreme. They grow fruit 
and duus, exporting the latter to 
Egypt. The new company expects to 
rake rice, wheat and barley, as well as 
cotton and sisal hemp. It has already 
planted many thousand date palms and 
large orchards of oranges, olives and 
pomegranates. 

Tilt* largest and most fertile of all 
the Egyptian oases is the Fayoum. It 
Is so big that It Is a separate province. 
It contains about $50 squvire miles, and 
has a population of 370.000. It lies 
about seventy miles northeast of Cairo, 
and theie is only a short strip of desert 
between it and the Nile valley. It is 
an oval basin, indo*?cd by the stony 
Libyan hills, and watered by a great 
canal, which some say was first built 
by Joseph, and others that R was a 
branch of the Nile an:I needed only to 
br widened and deepened. The canal 
which feeds It now is callej the Bahr 
Yusef, which means Joseph’s canal. It 
begins a mile or so north of Asrdout 
an i flows through Upper Egypt, water¬ 
ing the Nile valley until about seventy 
i. lles above Cairo, wnen it turns to the 
left and flows through a break in the 
hills into the Fayoum depression. The 
canal is 270 miles long. I have seen it 
where k begins near Assoiut. and it 
looks like a wide and deep river. 

In luicient times a great lak * formed 
a part of the Fayoum. It was 459 
miles around and in places was 390 
feet deep. It was used as a reservoir 
to supply the Delta with water in times 
of low Nile, and a canal 300 feet wide 
connected it with the Nile river. This 
was the Lake Moerls, mentioned by 
Herbdotus and also by the geographer 
Strabo. That lake has now* almost dis¬ 
appeared, ami Its bed is covered by 
some of the richest farms In the world. 
The only part of It which remains Is 
Lake Kanin, thirty-five miles long and 
six miles w ide, w hich lies at the north¬ 
western edge of the depression at the 
foot of the Libyan hills. A great part 
of the land about the lake is desert, 
and its banks are covered with reeds 
and tamarisk shrubs. Its water Is 
slightly brackish, but the people drink 
it. It contains fish and the right to 
fish in it is let out by the Government 
to one man, who allou*s tho men living 
on the banks to ply their trade, and in 
return receives one-half the catch. 

Borne of the best fruits and most 
beautiful flowers of Egypt come from 
the Fayoum. A railroad has been built 
Into It which connects with the main 
Egyptian system, and one can go from 
Cairo to Medlnet, Its capital, in tour 
hours. There are two trains each may 
every day, and there Is considerable 
travel from one place to the oilier. At 
Mcdinet there are branch railroads 
which reach every part of the oasis, 
’and there is a system of tramways 
which Includes a number of villages. 

The Fayoum is not often visited by 
tourists, although it contains some of 
Uic most wonderful ruins of ancient 


J- 

Egypt. There Is a pyramid about five 
m les from Melinet. in which a mummy 
of an anoient king was recently found, 
and there are some traces left of the 
Labyrinth described by Strabo and 
other travelers. The Labyrinth is said 
to have been quite as w n lorlul as the 
pyram ds. It was slit ot<d on the ba ik< 
of Lake Moeris and was a vast pa ace 
Which had 3.000 rooms, half of which 
were above ground and half below. The 
buildings composing the palace were 
connected by long covered passages 
which intersected each other and 
wound ab'.ut so that a stranger could 
not go through them without a guide. 
S rab) says that the ceilings of every 
room consisted of but a single stone, 
and that the passages were covered 
with slabs of extraordinary flze. Hero¬ 
dotus, who went through the lojtns 
above the ground, fays that the struc¬ 
ture was more wonderful than the 
pyramids, and that the windings 
through the courts presented a th- u - 
and orcaai ns of w-nder i h h** pa set 
thiough. Just wb » 1 ui t ’his structure 
no one knows, but it is supposed to 
l ave be n made ns a temple and a tomb 
by one of the E ptlan king*, who 
lived more th-m a thousand years after 
Cheep* bull', the great pyrun.id.

*is well as for prospectors, and it will 
soon be possible to visit all parts of 
the peninsula. 

In the past it has been difficult to 
centred the natives of Sinai. The 
country is so large and so rough and 
the population so sparse that it is al¬ 
most impossible to capture criminals 
and bring them to Justice. A camel 
corps has been organized, and a tele¬ 
graph line and possibly a road for 
motor cars will be built to Nekhl. al¬ 
though this may not be until at some 
time In the future. 

At present there are about SO.003 In¬ 
habitants In the peninsula. They are 
all of Arab origin, save one little tribe, 
who are believed to be the descendants 
of some Roman treops sent to tho 
p nlnsula In the Sixth century. 

These Sinai peoplo have their own 
systems of Justice, and they resent tho 
laws which the Egvptlnns are trying to 
force upon them. r i hey believe ln tho 
vendetta, and in blood money as pay¬ 
ment for murder. If a man kills an¬ 
other In time, of peace, the relations 
of the dead have the right to reveng • or 
to pardon if the b'ood mon^y be paid. 
The blood money f ran ordinary mur¬ 
der is fixed at forty-one cam If. an 1 It 
may be pa d rn Installrmn s, th^ pay¬ 
ments ru uing for a mon h or a year 
or more. If a man kills another secret¬ 
ly nnd denies the crime, but Is found 
guilty, he Is fined four bl-od monevs, 
and the murd red mnn's relation may 
take revenge by killing one of tho 
family of the murde er and still havo 
th- rlcht to *hree blood moneyt. 

Shortly before he left Egypt Lord 
Cromer made some Investigations of 
justice in the Sinai peninsula, and In 
or.e of his reports described how a jus¬ 
tice detected whether criminals were 
guilty or not. He had threr. methods— 
by water, by fire and by dreim. The 
test by dream was made by his h»mor 
going to sleep and dreaming wh ther 
the accused was guilty or nnt. If the 
dream showed the tnun guilty It was 
looked upon as a judgment of God end 
he was punished. The water test was 
made with a copper Jug filled with that 
fluid. The judge, the accused and the 
spectators sat In a circle: and the jug 
In some way or other, was made to 
move around through tho gr >uo, and if 
U stopped opposite the aceus. d he was 
guilty. 

The fire test was severe. It was often 
used to convict men of stealing. In 
this case the Judge heat d an iron pan 
over the coals until It was red hot. and 
then made the accused touch It three 
times with his tongue. If the tongue 
showed marks of burning he was guilty 
and. if not, he was Innocent. Two ex¬ 
perts always sat with the Judge to wit¬ 
ness whether the tongues of the ac¬ 
cused were burnt or not. 

All such methods are now to be done 
away with, and the British and Egypt¬ 
ian officials are to see that Justice Is 
administered according to the laws of 
ihe land.

L ondon. Oct. i:.—in Britain's 
House of Commons there sin* 
for the flrst time In history a 
republican. This is Hugh Cecil 
Lea. member of Parliament for the 
London borough of East St, Pancros. 

Mr. Lea is half American. His life 
Is one long romance. He spent many 
years roaming the United Slates anti 
earning a livelihood there. He Imbibed 
the American spirit, and has'introduced 
It Into the hallowed hulls of Westmin¬ 
ster. 

It nray be said that Mr. Lea is "the 
man from Missouri" in England. He 
is the man who “wants to know," and 
recently has startled the venerable 
House of Commons by insisting that 
the Government sit up and show him 
this, that and the other thing. 

It was Lea who exposed the fact that 
the superintendent of the royal cellars 
was also the chief agent of one of the 
world’s biggest champagne houses. Tr 
was Lea wtio brought up the fact that 
England is still paying a lot of people 
big pensions because of the kindness of 
some King to a distant ancestor In the 
dim and much mildewed pas*, it was 
Lea who startled all England by open¬ 
ly declaring In Parliament that titles 
and honors were bought and sold like 
goods in n store, and suggesting that 
a department be created .where such 
things could be bargained for over the 
counter. 

This man. American In everything 
but birth, is a veritable thorn In the 
side of the pre.-*ent Liberal Govern- 
rr<> r*t Hr ft mild be a thorn to’every 


Government—Tory. Radical, or what 
you will. 

\t the next genera? election one of 
the greatest polftixtil fights in the 
country win be that In East St. Pan- 
cras. for both parties will do their ut¬ 
most to defeat this republican, who 
obeys no whip and has no lender but 
hJmself. 

Yet, from what I hear, the great po¬ 
litical parties will have big work cut 
out. 1 a-<i campaigns on the American 
plan. He Is a ward boss of the most 
approved kind. He believes In clam 
chowders and ice cream festivals and 
picnic*, or, rather, their English equiv¬ 
alents. He is one of the "boys." and 
as unlike the ordinary English poli¬ 
tician as the Lusitania Ik unlike a 
barge.

H; Is a man 
of gentle breeding, of good education 
and u mar. of the world Yet It was th * 
world, with its Imtd knocks, its c-stly 
experience which made him what he la 
to-day. ti lead«T of men and a thl k *r 
of things that count. 

Lea’s greatest dream Is u vast empire 
of English-speaking people He believe* 
in the ultima re arrival of the United 
States of Angle-Sax mia. He agrees 
that it is apparently visionary a 1 * the 
moment, but he als * declares that it 
moans universal peace and the ultimate 
solution of the peiplexing problems 
facing the white nations.

In age he is forty-five, an upright 
man of six foot two. He has the 
trained figure every soldier possesses. 
His ha’r and Kaiser Wilhelm mustache 
are blonde, his eyes a steely blue. . He 
lo ks like a dang rous man with whom 
to have u fuss He Is both a good 
speaker an 1 listener. There is nothing 
in sport or games of all sorts at which 
he Is not an adept.

When I asked him for an interview 
he wrote a short note: "Come round to 
the House of Comm*ns any old night."

Mr. Lea met me at the porta) of the 
Commons He took my arm and hus¬ 
tled me along down seemingly endless 
corridors and all manner of staircases. 
Then for the first time I noticed his 
walk.

mous terrace, he found two roomy arm¬ 
chairs and a waiter wearing around his 
neck tho gilt badge of office of the 
House of Commons. To this man as 
well as to brother M. P.'s that he met 
Lea was very English. But the next 
moment he would turn to me and he 
was American. It was not the mere 
Americanism! of speech, but of manner, 
of thought. •

Grateful To America. 

"The good old States," he said "I 
owe much to them. Many is the good 
dollar I’ve earned there through the 
sweat of my brow. I put In some hard 
years there, but I learned a lot. I 
wouldn't have missed inv life there, 
hard as it was, for a million dollars, 
it’s tho greatest country of modem 
times. And why shouldn’t It be great? 
All the hustlers from the whole earth 
go there and have gone there In all 
years and have grown up with it and 
made it w*hat it is. It Isn’t the puny 
nincompoops who butt into the l*. S. A. 
for a future, but the best youths and 
men of all countries, those who are 
adventurous, ambitious, strenuous and 
sturdy. America gets the bold spirits, 
the home countries have the leavings." 

Though constantly interrupted by the 
clamor of division bells and the shouts 
of "Division, Division," Mr Lea told 
mo of the romances of his life. Nearly 
a quarter of a century ago both his 
parents died. The estate proved to bo 
much involved The prospects for the 
young fellow, nearly of age, and lor 
his only sister, q mere girl, were hot 
of the best. Lea had no trade or pro¬ 
fession. He had expected to lead tho 
ordinary life of a country gent leu kuu- 
Hu: when all was settled up there-Was 
r.s his share or two thousand dol¬ 


lars. With little hope of a livelihood 
In England, young Lea turned his at¬ 
tention to the promised land—the United 
States. 

He arrived in New York Itn 16S3. 
bound for the West, where he Intended 
taking up land In a modest way and 
becoming a rancher. 

There were sharp** in those days as 
well as these, and young Lea was a 
particularly soft "sucker." He prac¬ 
tically bought a "gold hrlck" at the 
start and found lilmsri/ In the city ot 
Chicago without a cent. He soon real¬ 
ized that he would have to hustle, and 
hustle he did He got all sorts of Jobs, 
from working «>n a farm to driving a 
stuge In Michigan. As he knew all 
about horses and drying four-*ln-hand. 
the latter job was his pi asantest. He 
stayed with it until he had saved a hit 
of money and then sought pastures 
new. He was In the lumber districts 
of Minnesota, in the corn fields of Kan¬ 
sas. in the oil fields of Ohio and Penn¬ 
sylvania. Through all h s work he re¬ 
membered the da vs and id hts when he 
was "broke" in Chicago and manage I 
always to keep a few dollars to the 
good. One day he met a man who toik 
a fancy to his hustle and he was 
offered a job In Pittsburg. It was a9 
a clerk In the office of a big factory.

Soon afterward the Boer War broke 
out Lea had lived the business life 
long enough at one stretch. He 
hungered for something more strenuous 
than managing a f-it factory. Having 
lost his sister us housekiH'p^r n * sud¬ 
denly resigned, and despite protests 
from his sister and bin Ainerb'an 
brother-in-law, sailed in the next ship 
fof Eug'aud. 

On arrival he went at once to tho 
nearest depot and enlisted In the r g- 
ulars as a private soMier. 

Recently in the House of Commons a 
member In his speech r.T rred to Mr. 
Lea as "The entkmt and honorable 
member from East St. P morns." There 
whs an immediate ripple of luuchter 
which burst into a storm It has been 
the u««ge of the house when referring 
to a member who has been or Is an of¬ 
ficer In the army or navy to use tho 
word "gallant" In addition to the pre¬ 
fix "honorable.*' On the second oc¬ 
casion mentioned the hou«e was quick 
f«» see th rt compliment un'que in pseif.

He fin¬ 
ished the war as a sergeant of reg- 
uiargs and with the war medial, but 
then retired, for his hustling eye hid 
taken in the business advantages that 
might be reaped in South Africa at the 
moment. He berime identified with 
nn<* or two promising Smith African 
concerns. Invested hi* money and his 
service* and reaped a golden reward. 
After u few nMnths at the gold mines 


and diamond fields Mr. Lea returned to 
England. He had done newspaper 
work a* an unofficial war eorreanond- 
nvt during the war. and al«o in the 
trade newspaper field in South Africa, 
and when 1re arrived in London was 
given the editorship of a trade paper. 

In quite a short time the proprietor 
retired and sold the paper to Mr. Lea. 
He hustled, as he always does, and to¬ 
day the paper has jumped tenfold Lu 
circulation and Importance.

Entry Into Politics. 


No thought of politics had entered 
Mr. Lea's head. He had dabbled in 
the wonderful game iu the United 
States and had been a useful worker 
In ward affairs, as well as In presiden¬ 
tial elections. 

One of *hi3 editors, however, was a 
poHUidan. The general election was 
being talked about as due in a year 
or less. East St. Pan eras, one of the 
rock-ribbed Tory strongholds of Lon¬ 
don. and one of the mos>t densely in¬ 
habited of London boroughs, had no 
opposing candidate In view. Mr. Lea’s 
editor belonged to ihe Liberal party 
in that borough. 

"Will you run for Parliamend?" he 
asked his chief one morning. 

"in whiVt borough?*’ askc > Mr. Lea. 

"East Sl Papcras," came the an¬ 
swer. 

“fn a minute I will." w*as Lea’s de¬ 
cision. "Why. I wus born and raised 
there." 

And so It cum* about that this un¬ 
known man. this private soldier of tho 
regulars, this half American, was an¬ 
nounced as the Radical candidate for 
the borough. Th*' Tory party laughed 
in its sleeve. "A walk-over again," 
tv.is the Conservative comment.

Spindled Oysters. 

A slender knitting nepdlo Is best for 
this purpose. Pierce with It. or with 
a fine skewer, the hard, gristly parts 
of half a dozen oystc?r» and the upper 
edges of six thin squares of fat bacon 
for earh portion. Allow n skewerful 
for each person. I.ay thetn over a 
hasted baking pan. resting the ends of 
skewers or needles upon the edges of 
the pan. suspending the oysters and 
bacon horizontally. 

They should not touch the bottom of 
the jan. Set the pan upon the upper 
grating of a hot oven and cook for 
about ten minutes. Line a dish with 
thin strips of buttered toast, lay & nee¬ 
dleful of the oysters and bacon on each 
and serve. 

If you send to table In the plates 
from which they are to bo eaten, lay 
the needle and Us burden on the strip 
of toast in the same way. 

Add to the drlpplngB in the pan a 
little melted butter, a tablespoonful of 
tomato catsup, the Juice of a lemon, a 
dash of cayenne and a few drops of 
tabasco. Pour Into a boat and send 
around with the oysters. 

OyBter Pie (Old Style). 

Drain the liquor from a quart of oys¬ 
ters and heat to a boll; put in the oys¬ 
ters and cook Just three minutes after 
the boll begins afrqsh. 

Dip out with a skimmer and set In a 
covered vessel over boiling water to 
keep hot. Put a generous tablespoonful 
of butter into n frying pan, with a 
tablespoonful of flour, and stir until it 
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catrJ to it.”

There were five of us iu the party 
of “forestieri.”

The York river oyster keeps up his 
reputation. There is uo better iu 
ihe world.” 

A CONTRAST 

“Pos-si-bly!” mused the lad, 
squinting one eye to get the effect 
cf the light through the impaled 
oyster. “More probably because 
the \meriean ‘native' is virgin 
white—a very pearl of the species. 

“Look at this—caricature! It is 
■ jaundiced dwarf by comparison. 
It is tinged with coppery streaks.

home the year round, the fact that 
the spawning season in temperate 
countries ’ .gius in May, and lasts 
fully two mouths, acts as a check 
upon the appetite of the oyster 
lever. 

CLASSIC PRECEDENT 

The “fable” has classic prece¬ 
dent. In a curious old treatise 
printed iu England in 1509. under 
the caption of “Dyet’s Dry Din¬ 
ner,” wc are told that “it is un¬ 
seasonable and unwholesome in all 
months that ho^e not an R in their 
in mo to eat an oyster.” 

We read so much, of late, of the 
danger of eating raw oysters which 
may, for aught we know to the 
contrail, have been fattened in 
drains from city sewrge, teeming 
with typhoid germs, that ;he timid 
?»tister lets this one of the earlier 
courses of a well-appointed dinner 
or supper or luncheon pass him by, 
un tasted. 

There is significance, no less 
than Jang, in the saying that “the 
raw oyster has got a black eye for 
the 6casou.” Those who have ex¬ 
amined infected oysters would 
have us inspect the “purplish eye 
or spot” by which the body of the 
oyster is attached to the mside of 
the shell. 

If tins be black, and the gristly 
substance next to it muddy,, in¬ 
stead of clear white, give yourself 
the benefit of the suspicion. 

If the wholo body he durk you 
need not lose time looking for the 
evid* «> * f the “eye.” To eat a 
blackish oyster is to tempt tar* 
wilfully. 

One more hint before entering 
upon cur recipes. Many persons 
with whom oysters, clams, mussels 
a ml other shellfish disagree, cor¬ 
rect the unpleasant tendency by 
Fcnsoiuug them w\h cayenne pep¬ 
per. and partake At the delicacy 
with impunity. 

Red pepper is adjudged by dieti¬ 
tians to be more wholesome than 
black. It “goes well” with fish of 
whatever kind; excellently well 
with crustaceans. 

Oyster Cocktails. 

Make the suuc* some hours beforo 
it ts to be eaten. and set on tho Ice. 

Sauce—Mix In u howl two tablvspoon- 
Mis of lemon Juice (the Juice of one 
large lemon should be enough), one 
teaspoonful of finely grated horserad¬ 
ish. one of tomato catsup, ten drops 
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of tabasco sauce, a piucu ot auv.

Rout up well. 

Thirty oynters. drained of every drop 
ot liquor, should be put Into it bowl 
ur jur, and buried In ice when you 
make the sauce.

Five minutes thereafter divide the 
oysters into six portions, five for each 
giuas, pour the m. tjee over them and 
set the Klaskes in Ice until the mo¬ 
ment in which they go to table. 

Eat with oj «;er furlhk If the oysters 
are left lying in tno Sauce long they 
wither and toughen. 

Cyders Served Raw. 

if possiu*c, .* end to (able upon tho 
half shell. Prepare a bed for tho 
shells, of pounded .ce. arrange the 
shells on it. and lay a bit of lemon 
on each plate. 

Fuss tabasco sauce and grated 
horseradish with them. 

Roastea utters. 

We U:eu iu coo*, mem in hot asnes. 
Nowadays, the whole, unopened shells 
uru washed and wiped, urt nged in 
rows In a bake pan and sot iu a 
hot oven When they open ihct, jaws. 
tn«y aro ready iwr eating. 

Transfer to oue large dish, or to as 
many p»ates there ur. eaters. A 
Slight pry of a knife will remove tho 
shell. Uutter. pepper a.ul salt titu hot 
bivalve, and cat wall uioad and but¬ 
ter 

In no other way of cooking is tho 
flavor of tho Incomparable bivalve 
preserved so perfectly as by this - 
primitive method.

Pry ofT the upper shell; transfer tho 
oyrter to the deeper of tho two;

Lay a morse! of fat salt pork on 
each oyster Instead of the butter.

Lise the dish with a 
good pastry; till with perfectly dry 
crusts of bread; cover with another 
Mieet qf pastry; pinch l.ghtly at tho 
edges, so that It will not shrink, and 
bake as you would any other pic. 

Take oft the upper crun with care; 
remove the crusts; turn the hot oys¬ 
ters into the cavity; replace the upper 
crust, and leave in the even for live 
minutes. 

Oyster pie made in this way will not 
be overdone, as Is often tho case W'hen 
filled with ruw oysters, nor will the 
bottom cru*t be “soggy “ 

Scalloped Oysters.

Drain the oysters ioi will not re¬ 
quire the liquor for this dish. 

It will season a chicken pie. or you 
may use It for oyster bouillon Butter 
a nice pudding dish, put a layer of 
oyster* in the bottom *t: w fine 
crumbs over them; d'»* tha crumbs 
with bits of butter, sprinkle with a 
little finely minced parsley; dust with 
salt and pepper, and cover with a 
white sauce—butter diawn" with 
milk. Instead of water. Next comes a 
second ,ay«r or oysters, then more 
crumbs. ..ntil your materials are used 
up 

The last layer shoutd bo crumbs, 
buttered and seasoned. 

Bake, covered, for fifteen minutes; 
uncover, and brown delicately. It will 
be found greatly superior to the usual 
preparation of scalloped oysters—lose 
watery, richer In flavor, and creamy 
In consistency

To Renew the Usefulness 
of a Carpet 

M ANY a perfectly good carpet ho- 
com«3 shabby and worn looking 
without being actually old. no 
figure* loeo tueir brightnea*. and the 
grain Is rough and unkempt looking. 
Here f 1* a simple process by which the 
carpet or rug \\0 once more look pre- 
Bentable, and ns good as new. lt 1 * 

vouched for by a pontemporary. 

Cut an ounce of yellow soap Into 
small squares, and with them make % 
lather with a pint of clear boiling wa¬ 
ter. Add to thi* lather a quart ot hot 
water and an ounce of borax. Place 
the mixture on the range, and bring 
the entire preparation to a boU. Re¬ 
move 1 l act it to cool, and when 
quite cold add ono ounce each ot alco¬ 
hol and ammonia, uad half an ounce 
of glycerin. Wipe over only a small 
portion ot the carpet at a time, and 
rub vigorously with a clean flannel 
(which should be repeatedly turned as 
It becomes soiled) dipped into the mix¬ 
ture, until finally all thu spots are re¬ 
moved and the color revived. 

The result will be surprising, for the 
change and Improvement are remark¬ 
able.

Jt is really the only means of reach¬ 
ing the dust which lodges In small 
carvings. 

To wash cut glass use borax In the 
water, and the result will be sparkling, 
tinning glass that glistens as brilliantly 
as it did when new. 

If a cut glass cruet has become stain¬ 
ed with vinegar sediment, or a vase

Mr. Lea preyed 
for a committee of inquiry, out the 
House declared he was guilty *»f d«. 

* l< nain « and demanded that he 
withdraw his charges. 

There \\a* a spirited debate. In the 
«*iden days Mr. Lea would have b A cn 
committed to the Tower. He declared 
that there was no Intentional insult to 
the members, individually, of the Com¬ 
mons or to the House Itself. Hi* mo¬ 
tion was ruled out and the mailer 
hushcMj up quickly by the members. 

But other members brought up .sim¬ 
ilar motions and when Parliament 
meets again, the scandal unquestion¬ 
ably will be revived by Mr. Lea and 
his handful of adherent*. 

There have been many minor scandal* 
which Lea has brought to public no¬ 
tice. such as the giving of a baronetcy 
to tho head of the Arm which it was 
shown supplied a defective rudder to 
the great battleship Dreadnought 

So long as Mr. Lea it* In tho British 
Parliament he will pound nway at tlie 
graft and official cra&mcss of the Brit¬ 
ish Government. 

Whether he will attack the royal 
salaries or not remains to be seen Tt 
Is possible,, for he is such an out-and- 
out republican. 

"Personally I admire Edward tho 
Seventh," he said to me. “But heN* 
an expensive luxury'. England would 
be better off If it followed th© example 
of the United States and elected a 
President for a term of years. Should 
such a state of affair* come Into be¬ 
ing in the lifetime of the King, he 
would undoubtedly be emoted, and l 
myself would work and'vote for him. 
But I do not believe In all those 
hangers-on and minor royalties getting 
their pap front the public's pockets. 
Let thorn work for a living ns we nil 
do. 1 ant not a Socialist by any means, 
but a republican, ^he greatest men In 
the world to-day and for generations 
past have been Americans. Where In 
the world’s history will you find a 
greater, grander man than Abe Lin¬ 
coln? America's form of government 
is tho best on earth. The sooner Eng¬ 
land follows her example the better. 

T look forward to the day. though f 
may never see it. when all Engllsh- 
Hmaking people will be assembled un¬ 
dvr one banner, whan the Empire of 
Anglo-Saxonla shall rule tho world,

Never roaeh your food with your fork 
nnd never sit with your fork or knife 
upraised, like a telegraph pole. When 
not in use. either knife or fork must 
be laid on the plate at one side. Never 
tilt your fork or knife on the sides of 
your plate, that Is with the handle on 
the tablecloth on either aide ^d the 
tips on the edge of the plate. Every 
time a course is removed, lay the knife, 
fork or spoon used in the eating It on 
the side of the plate. Do not cross 
knife and fork on the plate, but lay 
them side by side. 

In eating soup, custard, fruit, or any 
dish which demands a spoon, be sure 
you sip the food noiselessly from the 
side of the spoon, never from the t p. 
Never dip your Individual fork or spoon 
Into a dish that is passed to you, but 
always employ fnc fork or spoon which 
will be found on the tray beside the 
dish, br on the dish itself.

All this may seem very fouitsh, but 
a well practiced and sweet smile will 
conquer many ills and take years off 
a hardened, much troubled facet. For 
those w’ho are troubled with very thick 
lips an astringent pomade should be 
used, and I will gladly send such a 
formula to any of my readers upon 
request, while those women who have 
rather thin lips should coax them by 
rubbing in glycerine and rosewater— 
the best lotion that I know of for that 
purpose. 

The teeth must be pretty If the smile 
Is to be an effective one, and too much 
care cannot be given them. No nWtor 
how ugly your teeth are by nature, 
it is only a matter of a few dollars 
and cents to make them beautiful, fur 
dentist ry has accomplished great things 
In tho past few years. 

In advis.ng a young woman how to 
keep her mouth young, I would say 
massage Is the easiest cure obtaina¬ 
ble. For this (here are simple exer¬ 
cises. Always press oulwaid and up¬ 
ward at the corners of the mouth, 
pressing the thumbs ut tho opposite 
corners of the mouth and gently pa th¬ 
ing upward, thus helping to form the 
cupId's bow so much desired. Another 
very gool movement is to place three 
fingers of each hand upon the tip of 
your chin, pressing hard Into the fl sh 
and gradually but firmly work them 
upward nnd outward up to the mld llo 
of your cheeks.

A simple exercise to prevent tills fau t 
Is holding water in the mouth for a 
few moments, while onoth *r is filling 
the nuu h with air and ho’dlng it. Both 
of these exercises discipline the mus¬ 
cles. Yawning is also very good for 
stiffened muscles.

for four months, and j*et they arc not 
w r hlte. Nothing can be worse than such 
heroic treatment. Her yellow teeth are 
probably caused by some organic trou¬ 
ble, and that must be cured before the 
whiteness returns to the teeth. Make 
a practice of going to the dentist twice 
a yt. i ar and have him clean your teeth 
with pumice and have him remove all 
the tartar, and then brush them your¬ 
self morning and evening with hot wa¬ 
ter and a good dentifrice which your 
demist will *be glad to recommend. Go¬ 
ing over your tee h with a little peroxide 
in the water will make them shine, 
and nothing is prettier than a set of 
gl syning to*ill between two rosy lips. 
If glycerine and rosewater do not agrei 
with ycur llpf, then try pure almond oli. 
Some very tender Ups cannot stajid 
the effect of glycerine. 

Artificial dimples aro not easily se¬ 
cured, though In Paris, where great 
risks aro taken by the women who 
want to be beautiful, they do It every 
day. Cutting a dimple In the chin la 
rather a simple process, and Uttle risk 
is taken. With the cheeks, however, 
It is quite a different story. Tho opera¬ 
tion leavee a scar almost as often as 
It produces the desired dimple, and 
hence the practice is to be avoided 
Dimples come naturally In plump 
cheeks, and the *hlng to do Is to mas¬ 
sage your cheeks and try to fatten 
them, and then nature will send tho 
desired dimple. 

The old saying Is that dimples and 
blushes go together, but old sayings 
are not always true. Blushing Is large¬ 
ly a matter of practice and a result 
of a good healthy skin. The woman 
who lets her skin grow dull and thick, 
with hardened muscles and the corners 
of her mouth sagging, will never find 
herself blushing, while the girl who 
looks well to her complexion and her 
general health will find the rosy Hushes 
come easily. 

Laugh as much as you can. Better 
have a few tiny wrinkles about the 
eyes that massage will eliminate than 
to go about with a pouting face and 
sagging mouth. And when you smile*, 
don't do it in an absent-minded man¬ 
ner. It Is one of woman's greatest and 
strongest attractions—that of a pleas¬ 
ant smile. Look at the person you 
smile at, and practice showing your 
teeth. There is quitu a trick In lifting 
the upiifr lip, allowing the teeth to 
show, eltind in front of the g;ass and 
practice It until you get just the rigk 
sinilt* that will show two rows of glis¬ 
tening teeth, and you will have gone 
far toward helping your personal ap¬ 
pearance.

At New York This Week 
Likely To Decide Fate of the 
American Association 

HERE will be a clashing of jnlnbr 
league baseball magnates on De¬ 
cember 29. when the annua] mced¬ 
ing of the National Minors* As¬ 
sociation Is called In New York City. For 
some time there have been rumblings of 
brewing trouble between the Class A 
leagues and the small ptinors, and thfc In¬ 
dications are that It will be whipped out 
at the N«*w York meeting. 

As stated previously in The Courb r- 
Joumol, the American Association will 
be the leader to demand more privileges 
from the National Association; In fact 
they will nsk for special legislation, so 
os to be placed practically on an even 
footing with the major leagues a* to 
drafting players from the smalt minors. 

If these request* are refused then there 
may be trouble, for It Is expected that 
the American Association will withdraw 
from the National body. While the with¬ 
drawing from the National body does not 
necessarily mean war, still it Is liable 
to lead to that,, for the small leagues will 
naturally • have anything but a frlarkUy 
feeling for the Association after such a 
move. It is very probable thfft the two 
sides will compromise on the proposition, 
for they knew the costs of war and will 
no*doubt do everything to avoid It. In 
connection with the talk of war there arc 
also rumors of the American Association 
spreading out, like the American League 
did. and taking In some of ThC larger 
cities. This talk sounds well during the 
cold weather, but the chances are that 
when spring comes the circuit will be 
found to be about the same as it is now. 
Of course, there are always chances for 
unexpected changes, and as the Associa¬ 
tion has had a rather stormy carter It 
would not surprise the weather-worn 
magnates If trouble did result.

OTEWORTHY In gomen for the 
world's championship has been 
the way in which celebrated hit- 
tens have not hlL In circles 
where he Is not a favorite. Ty. Cobb, of 
the Detroit*, is alluded to as the blggesL 
lemon ever produced by the State of 
Georgia, anti all for the reawn that the 
younjr Southerner, after having won the 
clouting honors of hU league, fell down 
badly in the games witjj the Cuba, hang¬ 
ing up a whaling record of .200. Instead of 
the mark of .500. which wme scribe* quot¬ 
ed him as saying ho would get. The crit¬ 
icism that now Is being heaped on the 
head of Cobb is merely a repetition .of the 
sarcaatlc remarks that went the rounds iu 
1903 after Hans Wagner had failed , to 
knock the Boston American burlers gal 
ley west. Even before that, and as far 
back as 1W7. James F. O'Neill, of the Si. 
Louis Browns, who led the American As¬ 
sociation with the highest batting average 
over obtained by a player In a big league, 
fell down badly In a Bet of games for the 
honors of the universe, and when he ap¬ 
peared In the uniform of his hdme club 
In the following spring he received a de¬ 
cidedly cool welcome from the fans who 
were- wont to applaud his every* appear¬ 
ance at the plate. 

When Connie Mack's Athletic* mot the 
Giants in the games of 1905. Philadelphia 
fans were certain that Harry Dav;a and 

Soc)*fl” Seybold would, by their long-dis¬ 
tance drives, absolutely clinch the series 
for the Slnw-Town combination, but each 
nlugologlst met with the same uithappy 
fate tliat clawed O’Neill in 1S87, Wagner 
In 1903 and Cobb in 1907. 

“T.p'' O’Neill probably was the biggest 
failure of any batter who ever engaged in 
a series for the championship uf tho 
world. In the American Association in 
1S87 his average was .192. and his follow¬ 
ers looked for him to hat at or near that 
flgur© In the games that fall with the I>^ 
trolts, since he had been able t<* hit with 
effect against two of the best portslders 
In tho business, Tom Ramsey and Matt 
Kllroy. But “Lady" Baldwin, a left¬ 
hander, and Getzeln and Conway, right¬ 
handers. did their work with such deadly 
effect that O'Neill hit neither .400. nor <90$ 
not even .200. In those games, getting the 
low credit of .1S4, and being the weakest 
sticker of tho Mound City combination. 
And be It remembered that In the series 
of 1837 between the American Association 
and National league championship teams 
fifteen games were played, thus giving a 
hitter opportunity to become familiar with 
the delivery of a twirier.

In nome ways Ban Johnson has cause to 
feel aggrieved over the way the American 
league bos lost world's rhamplonshlps. In 
1906 the Athletics were beaten four out of 
five games and were able to score only In 
the one game which they won. This 
season th© Tigers lost four straight con- 
the best they got being n draw. 
The beaten National League entries In 
world s series have made a better show¬ 
ing. for the Pittsburg* gained three vic¬ 
tories in 1903 and the Chlcagos In 1906 
won two games.

Others that ma> 
be mentioned are Rohe, of the White 
Sox; Mrlntyre, pitcher with Patsy Dono¬ 
van’s Brooklyne. and Nicholls. of the 
Athletics, who has done, so well this sea- 

son. . ^

He ha* been recited 
and bids fair to mako good the coming 
season, as he showed good form In the 
latter part of this campaign. Muxwell 
and 8uflee were lx>th picked np. tho tor- 
ravr by Pittsburg and the latter by the 
New York Americans. Both were let out, 
Maxwell going back to his original team. 
Montgomery, and Sallee to ^Tiilamspart. 
Bailee has been signed by the St Lou.a 
Cardfruil^and his record of twenty-two 
victories out of twenty-eight games looks 
like he might be a good man. The three 
most premia*.ng recruits from the 1906 crop 
who loom above the others ore Byrne, 
Nicholls and Liebhardt. 

There have been twice os many players 
bought an«l drafted for ft trtal ntxl 
a* there were last fall, and If one-half th© 
number turn out to be available material 
the Southern can well feel proud of the 
record. No h-ss than twenty men hav« 
been singled out by th© scouts as worthy 
of a trial, and of this number eleven are 
pitcher*. There are four catchers nnd 
the same number of lnficlders. But one 
outfielder has been considered worthy of 
advan cement. , .. 

Several of the new men Joined the 
team* that own them the latter part 
of this season and show very fulr prom¬ 
ise Paskert. the “only outfielder to be 
picked up, Joined the Cincinnati team and 
Is considered very good material, and one 
of the most promising youngsters gath¬ 
ered In for some time. Ball and Atz, In- 
fbdders, have both Joined American 
League teams. Ball playing both second 
and short since joining the Highlanders, 
while Atz. formerly with New Orleans, 
has played second and third for _the 
White Box. Bath will hove further Inals 
next spring. * Lister, Nashville’s first 
baseman, was released by Birmingham 
the earlv part Of this season, and he w’as 
bought by Cleveland from the Tennessee 
team.

Imkation* of sapphire* which recently 
began to pour Into the Midden Lnne dis¬ 
trict from Paris have been analyzed bv 
Prof. Alfred J. Moees. of Columbia Uni¬ 
versity. at th© instance of importers of 
preoious stone*, and he has Just sent 
them a report showing th© differences be¬ 
tween. th© real precious stone and the mm- 
ufnciurwd product. This report is to be 
used in combating the claims mad© by 
the French manufacturers iu behalf of 
the Imitation that it Js us cloee to na¬ 
ture as tin? artificial ruby is. Prof, Moses 
say* that tho Imitation sapphires com¬ 
prise more than 99 per cent- of oxide of 
alumina, th© remainder being sIHoa and 
cx»lor1ng mutter. This 1* 2 per cent, mor© 
of th© oxide of alumina than Is con¬ 
tained in the natural stones, and th© Utt- 
•ter have about than amount of iron, oxide, 
which 1* absent from the imitation, 
Physical differences, say the wiivolesaie 
dealers, will also enable people, with a 
little care, to detect th© imitation. While 
th© basic blue color is close to that o-f 
the natural ston-tx tho imitation has only 
dlglut dlchroism, while the real gem 
possesses In a marked degree the quality 
of glittering in different colors when 
viewed from various directions. 

The Imitation sapphire is comparatively 
soft, having hardness of S as against 9 
of the natural stone. The imitation Is 
too light, having a specific gravity of 
3.62 as against 3.97 In til© natural ©ton©.

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TIMELY CHAT 
OF BASEBALL 


Charley Comiskey Contrib¬ 
utes Valuable Chapter To 
Game s History. 


LIVELY INTEREST IN CHICAGO. 


Huge Partnerships Operated by Man¬ 
agers Who Pay No Attention 
to Past Failures. 


A BUSINESS ARRANGEMENT. 


C HARLES A. COMISKEY. owAer of 
the Chicago White Sox ami famous 
» years ngp as the grent ftrsi base¬ 
man, manager and captain or Chile 
Von der Ahe’a champion St. Luu s 
Browns, contributes the following 
csling chapterAo baseball histoid: 

•'The development of basebull ns n 
business has been so complete that It has 
attained ft prominence second to no other 
American Industry In extensiveness and 
importance. The business of bascbfill 
flourishes wherever there Is a stretch of 
level ground and enough timber to make a 
bat, and As more people are interested In 
It than in any other single Industry in the 
country, surely It Is the most important 
In Chicago, where the live stock trade has 
acquired somewhat of a reputation, it is 
extremely probable that most of the In¬ 
habitants. if confronted with the alterna¬ 
tive of giving up their meat or their base¬ 
ball would choose to become vcgctnrioiis. 
The statistical extent of baseball is dim- 
cult to estimate and not likely to be over¬ 
estimated. Approximately ’M) professional 
teams are listed under the national agree¬ 
ment. and to the player* of these dub& 
over $2,577,000 was paid out last year in 
salaries. To maintain the grounds of these 
clubs and for Incidental salaries there was 
an additional expenditure of $2,500,000. For 
railroad fares the club owners parted with 
close on to $1,000,000. and for hotel bills for 
the traveling clubs the amount paid out 
approximated $150,000. For spring training 
expenses the magnates parted with $133.- 
000. part of which they made back, or 
course, in the ante-season exhibition 
games. For all additional expenses rolled 
up by the clubs playing under the na¬ 
tional agreement there was an outlay of 
at least $1.0)10,000. 

• • • 

"These figures, It must be remembered, 
are for the clubs playing what is known 
ns organised baseball. In every city In 
the country there are hundreds of teams 
playing as amateurs and so-called semi- 
professionals- The semi-professional 
teams, however, are Just hb much pro¬ 
fessional. from a strictly business stand¬ 
point, as any longue team In the coun¬ 
try. In Chicago, which Just now Is the 
center of tho baseball universe, the busi¬ 
ness done by all of the semi-professional 
clubs combined Is not far short of what 
is registered on tho books of tho two 
major league teams. In all of the big 
cities a hos| of semi-professional teams 
thrive and are prosperous, and If a list 
of all these teams could be had It Is prob¬ 
able that the number would reach well 
up In the thousands It can be seen, 
then, how hard It Is to arrive at any 
conclusion concerning the volume of 
baseball business that Is done annually 
In the cities of America. To support the 
organized game alone there Is an outlay 
of well on to $10,000,090. and it probably 
is safe to say that this sum represents 
but a fraction of what the American peo¬ 
ple pay out each year for the mainte¬ 
nance of baseball clubs. 

• • • 

"As a business investment, baseball Is 
similar to any commercial venture In the 
respect that w able, resourceful man can 
make It pay. Without doubt there are 
scores of minor league clubs which do not 
declare a dividend at the end of the year, 
but It cannot be said, for that reason 
alone, that these clubs do not pay. While 
It Is true that the absence of a surplus 
at the end of the season would Indicate a 
loss on the Investment. It does not neces¬ 
sarily follow that such Ik the case. If 
the team has gune along through the sum¬ 
mer. paying salaries to air the players and 
to tho officials of the club, swelling tho 
coffers of the street car company and pull¬ 
ing out in September or October without 
a debt, it cannot be said of that club that 
It was a failure. It in one of the pecu¬ 
liarities of the baseball business that 
makes this possible. In some of the 
smaller clubs theta Is not much of an 
original investment to start with; nothing, 
in fact, except a small sum with which to 
pay the first Installment on the ground 
lease and a fow hundred dollars for a 
grandstand. From the very start th«* club 
hns on Income, which cannot be said of 
all business, ventures, anil If the minor 
club owners' would adhere to their ante- 
season agreements to keep their salary 
limit under a prearranged tnpxlmum. 
there would be few delinquencies among 
the clubs at the end of the season. 

• * • 

"Relative to the success or failure of 
baseball clubs, there la one fact that 
sticks out prominently each year, and 
that Is the willingness with which the 
burden of managing the club Is taken 
up e^ch spring regardless of the number 
or persistency of rumors concerning tiui 
losses of the previous season. Lot a baker 
or butcher shop fall a ha.f dozen years in 
succession and the difficulty of rinding a 
now proprietor Will Increase wltn earn 
failure.

This advertise 
the various cities in no underlain way, 
and when the league pennant winner is 
declared a subtle impression gtes out 
that the success of the whining base¬ 
ball team U but a reflection of the all- 
around winning attributes of the town 
boasting the pennant winners. Many am 
many a small town in this country would 
sit up all night waiting fnr the tele¬ 
graphic report of a score that was to 
decide the pennant winner of its league 
The same town would little care nor lo g 
remember the announcement of a rail¬ 
road company’s Intention to build a 
branch Into the community of whlrh It 
happened to be the i enter. The new mil 
road might open all sor.s of commercial 
possibilities, hut what the town wants 
flrat Is the score. The railroad matter 
can be attended to next winter, when

"In som** respects the baseball business 
In a huge partnership. In the various 
leagues the club owners prnetloftily agree 
to divide the season’s profits. The visit¬ 
ing team under this arrangement gets 
nearly half of each day’s receipts, re¬ 
ceiving 124 cents out of each 25-cent ad¬ 
mission and 25 cents out of each 50-cent. 
76-cent and $1 admission. As nearly 00 
per cent, of ih»* total admissions are 60 
cents or under, the visitors furs, well in¬ 
deed, leaving the home team the advan¬ 
tage of grandstand and box seats. Ti.e 
bulk of the money spent in the luisebull 
business coe.s to the two major laftfrue 
clubs nnd to the principal minors—Un- 
American Association, the Western, On* 
trftl.

earth. In any offcor business it is com¬ 
paratively easy for rivals, to lure away the 
siu’ccaafulamiployc of comoetlng concern*. 
All they ltave to do Is to offer the em¬ 
ploye In question a little more money than 
he l* ecu ins where hv is. But ball players 
cannot be secured in that way. Every 
club owner 1* under oorH,nicii.ir.il obllg-t- 
tlons to every other club owner In the 
national ugrwmerrt. and by these he ts 
rest rained from taking the other fel¬ 
low’s good p*.ay«*rs by simply offering 
them more money. Baseball could not be 
played under any other ggreoment. if 
manager* were allowed to go after the 
good players in this fiMUiin the wealthy 
club owners would noon have u.l tw 
good niluyers and there would lie no even¬ 
ness in the rare for the pennant, in base¬ 
ball there Is a huge sentimental Inter^t 
an«l vhe beat baseball team tn the world 
may lack support from the iMsoba.l pumie 
\t the other teams in the league ft** not 
strong enough to make the pennant ngnt 
interesting. In other lines of business 
the rule works just the other way. ap¬ 
parently. It is tin* ldrgcat and 
c^€«ful concern that. ha* the begt patron¬ 
age. and. regardless of the fact that iUCj 
a concern may be making all tlm wjtej 
and crowding Its competitors to the w-atl. 
It seldom larks support from tho buying 
public. 

• • • 

"It ts necessary, then, to make the ex¬ 
change of player* among the clubs sub¬ 
ject to certain mutual agreement*. A 
great baseball player has to be developed, 
and this process takes years with some 
pluyt-r*. Manifestly It would be wrong 
for one manager, simply by the offer of 
more salary, to lure away u player that 
another manager has spent years of time 
and thousand* of dollar* in developing. 
It would be wrong to the manager and 
wrong to the player, for the reason that 
such wholesale competition In time would 
result In salaries that no cluh could af¬ 
ford to pay. That would make it neces¬ 
sary to employ many players of less abil¬ 
ity. and these, disgruntled by the high 
salaries given the star*, would cause strife 
and dissension to spring up in th«* club. 
A good ball player cunnot or bought for 
rnonev. No amount of money would In¬ 
duce the club owner* of iho big U ague* 
to part with certain of their players. I 
have men on my team that l would not 
sell for an umount equal to the annual 
salary of the President of the United 
Stats*. Whenever a grx»d player Is seld¬ 
om* who h good In every department of 
the game—there Is som*‘ reason of ft per¬ 
sonal nature back of the sale. Some of 
the most brilliant baseball player* the 
country ever knew were absolutely worth¬ 
less to the team employing them. There 
have been men and there are yet some 
men playing ball who ure stiirs in every 
sense of the word, but who. because of 
some personal characteristic, prove a 
drawback to their team. A great pitcher 
may have the habit of going off on a fish¬ 
ing trip Just at the time when his club 
needs him most. An outfielder who can 
bat well over ..TOO mav keep the entire 
club disorganized and dissatisfied. 


forgotten. Since baseball hns been de¬ 
veloped to Its present dimensions uu an- 
r.uni exiienditurc of some $10,000,000 Is 
paid out for bfULs and bats and other 
paraphernalia used in the game. Base¬ 
ball. the business, supports all of those 
who are employed In the manufacture of 
baseball goods, nnd if these were num¬ 
bered and added to those whose liveli¬ 
hood Is more directly associated with the 
good old game It would be found. I think, 
that baseball ranks well up among the 
Industries of tho country. Baseball no 
longer Is a sport exclusively; It is Just as 
much an Industry as the manufacture 
nnd sale of clothing or iron or furniture. 
• • • 

"As to whether It Is a paying business, 
there is a conflict of opinion. Personally. 
I believe thnt baseball will pay Just In 
proportion ax it Is put on a business lias!*. 
A baseball club, if m^iaged In the old. 
haphazard way of the old days, without 
regard to the changing aspects of the 
times, will nut declare a dividend at the 
end of the season. A man who can win 
In any business is apt to win at baseball 
if he can turn out a pennant-winning 
team, or one that can make the fight In¬ 
teresting for the others all the way, he 
wu not regret hit* investment In the base¬ 
ball business. Of course, there Is a huge 
clement of chance In baseball, just as 
then l* in any other business. An owner 
may pay $10,000 for a player only to have 
him turn out a MzxN*. Just a* the presl- 
dent of one railroad may employ the suc¬ 
cessful traffic nut auger of another at a 
greatly increased figure over his old sal¬ 
ary. only to see hi* new man * every ef- 
rort In the new held turn out a failure. 
It is all in the game, or, as 1 may say. the 
business of baseball.

quired to sign bis monthly pay check, an 1 
yet he may be an artist of the first rank 
and with the ability to draw th< same 
class of patrons to watch him w’oik as go 
to the best opera bouse* to listen to a 
world-renowned prima donna. The ba^e. 
ball player who can b/f .300 or over, or 
who can throw on a l!?n* to the plate from 
deep center, or who cun leap high In the 
air to pull down screeching liners with 
one hand. Is an artist. He can send mor<» 
thrills through the spectator of his work 
than the world’s best tenor copld In the 
same length of time. Therefore he ts an 
artist and he must be treated a« an ar¬ 
tist. And It Is in the handling of hi* col¬ 
lection of artists that the baseball owner 
meets his greatest difficulty.
